The decrease ill crime was so great in 1.855, that we 
scarcely expected to be able to report a continuance ol 
such progressive improvement in 1856, especially since 
the embodiment of the militia was believed to have 
largely contributed to thin the gaols, and consequently 
its disbandment was naturally considered likely to pro- 
duce a contrary effect, It is, therefore, with peculiar 
pleasure that we are again enabled to report that the 
reduction in crime steadily progresses, and that, on the 
whole, the criminal statistics for the past year may be 
taken as indicating great moral and social improvement. 
An examination of 1 the subjoined tables will show that 
felony and vagrancy, the result of pauperism, have won- 
derfully declined ; but it is to be observed with regret, 
that amongst females misdemeanors and drunkenness 
have increased.

The ilaily average in I85(i was less than in 1855 in 
all the gaols except in those of Londonderry and Wick- 
low, where it was higher ; and in tlio.se of Mayo and 
North Tipperary, where it was the same in the two years 
The decrease in the number of debtors, as shown in 
Table (j, is very considerable. 

From Table 8 it appears that, in 1850, the decrease 
in the total of committals was 4,703, or 0*7(17 percent, 
being 3,51'-)-, or 13-33 pm* cent, in the male, and only 
1,309, or 5’!Hi per cent, in the female. The female com- 
mittals were 47*08 per cent, of the whole, against 4F98 
per cent, in 1855. It is to he noted that there was an 
increase of female misdemeanant's of (130, and of female 
drunkards of 1)05, there having been a largo decrease in 
the males under both headings ; whilst in vagrancy there 
was a decrease of 1,000 in the males, and of 1,807 in 
the females; and in felony, of ISO in the males, and of 
570 in the females. Dangerous lunatics of both sexes 
have increased — the males by 07 and the females by 56. 
With regard to the evils resulting 1 rout the detention of 
lunatics in gaols, we beg to refer to our reports upon 
the several gaols given in the Appendix, and particularly 
to those of the counties of .Dublin, Wicklow, and Wex- 
ford, and of (ivangcgonnnn I’enitentiary ; but as the 
Royal Commission appointed for the purpose of inquiring 
into the general condition and treatment of lunacy have 
fully investigated this subject, wo anlieipato a beneficial 
change in the law in this respect, at no distant period. 

We invito special attention to Table No. !), which 
shows, in a clearer form than has hitherto been presented, 
the relative proportions of uinirii/nttls committed, and of 
committals.

The above Table shows that, out of the 31,01)8 sen- 
tences in 1850, only 4,135 males and 2,443 females — 
in all 0,578, or lens l./uui, oiir-jilth of tkti whole— -were 
sentenced to longer terms of imprisonment than one 
month ; whereas no less than 10,217 males and 15,173 
females — in all 28,420 — wore under sentences ranging 
from twcnty-Jimr hour ,s to tmr month ; and Table No. 13 
shows that the average length of imprisonment, under 
sentence, for each of these 28,420 prisoners, was only 
eleven days and eight hours. Comparing the last two 
years, we find very little dill'erenee, in either sex, as to 
the number under sentences exceeding one month ; but 
in the sentences of one month and under there is a 
decrease, in 185(1, of 2,842 in the males, and of only 
416 in the females; whilst the average length of impri- 
sonment, under sentence, of each of such prisoners, was 
less by one day and six hours in 1850 than in 1855..

As to the ages of the prisoners committed, there is a 
decrease under every heading in 1856; the laiges' pro- 
portionate reduction being amongst those ol ten years 
and under, and the smallest in those of from seventeen 
to twenty years. Again we have to remark, that the 
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of those committed for drunkenness to the count, 
— of Tyrone gaol have not been registered. •' 

In the state of education on committal there is 
slight improvement, the proportion of those who could 
read and write well being rather greater, and that of the

As to the progress of education in gaol schools the

In this respect there has not been much change. .Lhe 
expenses of gaols have decreased, during the past year, 
by £2,567 13*. 4 d., whilst those of bridewells have 
increased by £697 l(>.v. 4-^rf. . 

The total cost of each prisoner, in 1856, exceeds that 
in 1855 by £3 4.v. 7 d , ; but the great reduction m the 
aggregate confined, together with the continuance oi 
high prices, naturally increases the average cost of each 
individual prisoner, whoso share of the general expenses, 
including salaries of officers, is the larger in proportion 
as the numbers in gaols arc smaller ; for it is evident 
that, if due discipline and supervision are to be main- 
tained, the officers cannot be reduced in proportion to 
the decrease in the prisoners, and that therefore the 
establishment charges are very little diminished, althoug l 
the individuals amongst whom such charges are to be 
distributed are much fewer.

Commentary upon the Sections oe the Amended 
Prisons Bill. 

Section III. — The power of' making regulations for 
gaols on the principle of “Association” was vested by 
the Irish Prisons Act, 7th Geo. IV., cap. 74, in the 
Board of Superintendence, such regulations to be ap- 
proved by the Court of Queens Bench; and for prisons 
under the “separate .system,” by 3rd and 4th Viet., cap, 
44, in the same body, the approval, however, being in 
the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council. 

These powers have now been transferred to the Lord 
Lieutenant, as representing the Executive, a similar 
transfer from the Judicial Body to the Secretary of State 
having taken place in England, under the 5th and 6th 
Wm. J V., cap. 38, sec. 1; and in Scotland, under the 
-nd and 3rd Viet., cap. 42, sec. 7 ; — the subject-matter 
being obviously fitter for the supervision of the Execu- 
tive than for that of the Queen's Bench, to say nothing 
of the great difficulty experienced in obtaining an at- 
tendance and conference of all the J udges, no time being 
prescribed for such functions ; a difficulty equally ap- 
plicable to Committees of the Privy Council. 

The duty of making similar regulations for the Four 
Courts’ Marslialsea was vested directhj in the Queen’s 
Bench, there being no Board of Superintendence for 
this prison, which is placed under the immediate ad- 
ministration of the Executive. This duty has also been 
assigned to the Lord Lieutenant, following the analogy 
of the 5th Viet. (sess. 2), cap. 52, see. 16, in relation to the 
Queen’s prisons in England, and reserving to the Judges of 
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all the courts the power hitherto exercised by them with jtajwrl, 
regard to the custody and appearance of prisoners com- — 
mitted by them. 

Section IV. — This section gives to the Lord Lieuto- 
u-iTif tlie same power, which is vested in the Secretary of 
State in Great Britain by the 5th and (ith Wm. IV., cap. 

38 namely, that of altering or adding to by-laws 
already sanctioned, and of framing new ones whenever 
the Boards of Superintendence refuse or neglect to com- 
ply with the requisition of the Inspcctors-General in this 

behalf. 

Section V. -These alterations almost explain them- 

selves. In the 14th and 43rd sections of the Prisons 
Act there being no direction that the matteis thcicm 
provided for should be communicated to the Inspecton- 
Orucrnl, this section supplies the want, and further 
enables the Lord Lieutenant to alter the form, if he 
shall think tit, of the return prescribed by the 57th sec- 
tion, which before this extension must have been rigidly 
adhered to, though there are many modern prison statis- 
tics which it would he desirable to introduce. 

Section VI. — The number of Commissioners is hereby 
reduced, as being more convenient. 

Section VII. — This section is introduced to obviate 
the doubts which some. Grand Juries have raised as to 
their power of presenting for gas-pipes. 

Section VIII.— This clause dispenses with the neces- 
sity of submitting emdraets to the Lord Lieutenant, at 
the same time as plans for building or altering gaols. 
Hitherto, in the event of some change, in the plans being 
required, which is almost invariably the case, such con- 
tract became useless, and delay inevitably arose, as a new 
one adapted to the alteration must have been approved 
by a succeeding Grand Jury, and agreed to by the Loul 
Lieutenant, before the works were commenced, the 
Commissioners appointed by the Grand Jury would ap- 
pear to bo fully competent to enter into such contract, 
without further intervention, as soon as the plans have 
been approved. 

There being no such office in Ireland as that oi Pur- 
veyor-General of Prisons (which exists in England), it

RK ' Mrl ' deem expedient, in relation to all architectural details 
reserving to the Inspectors-General the power of con- 
sidering the fitness of the proposed plans for caminn- 
out discipline and the moral requirements. 

Section IX. — This section confines the building of 
bridewells in Quarter Sessions towns to those in which 
Criminal Smiom are held, excluding those in winch 
civil business only/ is transacted. This would appear 
to he the intention of the Prisons Act, and, conse- 
quently, section ,91. was often evaded.* It was, there- 
fore, desirable, as it sometimes gave rise to difficulty, 
that the matter should he defined. 

Section X. — With regard to sec. 05, Prisons Act, see 
afterwards Section XV J I. of this Bill, which gives to the 
Board of Superintendence the appointment of the office 
of Local Inspector. 

With regard to sec. 75, great inconvenience has been 
experienced from the union of the office of Local In- 
spector with that of Chaplain, which involves an anomaly, 
inasmuch as the Local Inspector, in the event, of any 
difference arising between the Chaplains of the respec- 
tive persuasions, would be the proper officer to appeal 
to. Further, the duties of a Local Inspector, as they are 
of an administrative character, and concern the economy 
and discipline of the prison, are not such as to require 
the services of an ecclesiastic, to say nothing of sectarian 
disputes being likely to arise, and to become mixed up 
with the general management.

the salaries of such officers. 

Sections XVIII., XIX., XX., XXI. — In Ireland, the 
offices of Local Inspector, (iovemor of House of Cor. 
motion, Chaplain, Physician, Apothecary, and Matrons 
were, previously to the passing of this Act, in the ap- 
pointment of the Grand Jury; while those of the Keeper 
of the Common (laid, the Turnkeys, and other assistants, 
were in that, of the Sheriff; except in the city of Dublin, 
where the Lord Lieutenant is invested with such patron- 
age. In England all officers of prisons, except the Keeper 
of the Common Gaol, are appointed by the Justices; the 
Visiting Justices corresponding to the Irish Board of 
Superintendence. — (See -Itli Geo. IV., cap. (M, see. 23.) 

This patronage (except in the city of Dublin prisons) 4 
is now transferred to the Hoards of Superintendence, 
powers lining given to them of appointing, in all cases 
subject to probation and to approval on the part of the

importance. 
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Lord Lieutenant, as well as of removing; and in order 
to prevent, as much as possible, the exercise of undue 
or partial influence, it is required that no probationary 
appointment shall be ratified unless two-thirds of the 
members of the Board shall be present, and unless the 
Local Inspector and Governor, or one of them, as is 
otherwise specified, shall have certified the fitness and 
efficiency of the officer so to bo appointed. 

This requirement points out to the Grand Jury not 
only the policy but the necessity of placing on the Board 
those only who will undertake to discharge these im- 
portant duties diligently and conscientiously. 

It is to be borne in mind that the Board of Superin- 
tendence is named by the Grand Jury (the fiscal body of 
the county), and is to be considered as their Committee 
for the administration of the prisons. It lias, therefore, 
been deemed advisable to vest the appointment of officers 
in the Board, which is of a more permanent character 
{the Grand Jury beiiifj only embodied for a few days in the 
course of the year), and necessarily better acquainted 
with the requirements of goal discipline, as well as 
charged with carrying it out. The. Board always com- 
prises several of those who ordinarily serve on the Grand 
Jury, and are in a position to be chosen as Sheriffs. 

It is impossible to overrate tlu: want of discrimination 
generally exhibited in the selection of prison officers, 
especially those of a lower grade, by those who hereto- 
fore enjoyed the right of nomination ; and we conse- 
quently look upon this new provision as the turning 
point in the most vital principle of gaol management. 

There is a further proviso, that in the event of neglect 
on the part of the Board to appoint any such officer for 
two months after they shall have been called upon to do 
so by the Inspoetors-General, it shall be lawful for the 
Lord Lieutenant to fill the vacancy. 

The Sheriff being deprived of the power of appointing 
the Governor of the Common Gaol, while his responsi- 
bility remains, it has been thought right to indemnify 
him, in case of actions for escape, &c., by requiring the 
Governor to give adequate security, to he measured by 
the Board of Superintendence ; such recognizance to be 
in force during the time the Governor shall hold his 
office — a provision by which ho is relieved from the 
hardship and annual expense of giving fresh security to 
each succeeding Sheriff, in the event oi his being con- 
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tinned in office. The Board is also empowered to re- 
quire the Governor to give additional security, in the 
cases specified in the section. 

Section XXII. — This section, although somewhat im. 
perfect in the form of tin; inquiry which it prescribes 
contains a very valuable and important principle of 
action. 

It gives to the Board the power of miming all officers 
propria motif; but it further enacts, that on the certifi- 
cate of the Inspcctors-Geueral of misconduct or incapa- 
city in any officer, the Lord Lieutenant shall direct the 
Board to hold an inquiry (at which the Inspectors- 
Goneral, or one of them, may be present, and take part 
therein), and to furnish a report, together with a copy 
of the minutes of the evidence ; that upon the receipt of 
these latter his Excellency shall be enabled to direct the 
Board to dismiss the officer in question, and if they 
should refuse to comply, to dismiss him or her by writ- 
ing under the hand of the Chief Secretary ; and that 
finally, after notice of such removal and requisition to 
fill the vacancy so created, the Board shall proceed, 
within one miwt/f, to make the required appointment. 



Section XXI I I. extends the power of Grand Juries 
to grant superannuation to other officers besides the 
Keepers, Turnkeys, and Matrons, for whom alone pro- 
vision was made by former statutes. The exercise of 
this power is, of course, optional. 

Section XXIV. — This section gets rid of the expense 
of two Governors — one of the Common Gaol, and the 
other of the House of Correction — by consolidating the 
two offices. This has for a long period been virtually 
clone liy appointing the same individual to them; the 
two institutions being, in every ease but one — that of 
Waterford Citf ) — under the one roof. 

Section XXV. — Tim Brisons Act, see. 1)15, constituted 
the Protestant clergyman the I meal I inspector of the Bride, 
well; hut as the office was merely voluntary, and without 
any remuneration, it followed, as a matter of course, that 
it was occasionally not undertaken at all ; nor was there 
any legal responsibility in the event of malfeasance of 
duty. Under these circumstances, it lias been ruled that 
the Local Inspector of the parent, gaol should inspect the 
bridewells once at least in each quarter, so as to secure 
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.» nf action and a common control as to m Hy-fiflh

mfU ^S x: p. t | ie magistrates who attend the Petty Ses- 
Superintendence, to be nnnitar, 
only and without prejudice to the authority of the Cen- 
tol Board, to which they arc bound to report upon all 
matters affecting repairs, expenditure, registration health 
and discipline. With regard to reimbursement ot the 
Local Inspectors for their expenses incurred m visiting 
the bridewells, the opinion of the law officers has been 
obtained to the effect that Grand Juries are, under the 
66th section of the Prisons Act, bound to present a rea- 
sonable sum in recompense ot this and the other duties 
imposed upon these officers. 

Section XXVT.— An attempt is here made to strike a 

. mean between the disadvantages of detaining prisoners 

for a long period in places of confinement wholly unfitted 
for proper classification on the one hand, and, on the 
other, the hardship and expense of transmitting prisoners 
under short sentences to the County Gaol, when the dis- 
tance is considerable. The power, therefore, of carrying 
out sentences in ordinary bridewells is limited to those 
for the term of one week; such bridewells to be distant 
more than fifteen miles from the County Gaol, aud to 
be certified' iis to their various requirements by the 
Inspectors-General. It is to be observed, that, by the 
92nd section of the Prisons Act, imprisonment in 1 dis- 
trict bridewells” is legalized. There are hut two such 
bridewells in Ireland— namely, those of Parsonstmmi, in 
the King’s County, and Itattimjkm, m the county ot 
Wicklow. 



Section XXVII. — The expense of transmitting bride- 
well returns to and from the office of the Inspectors-Gene- 
ral of Prisons in each quarter was formerly very great; 
the documents being often of considerable weight, and it 
being frequently necessary to transmit and retransmit 

them many times for explanation and correction. I here 
appears to he no valid reason why the Board ox Super- 
intendence, which administers all the funds ot the gaol, 
should not also take charge ol the dietary accounts ot 
the bridewells— the more so as it already takes cogni- 
zance of all other expenditure, bedding, furniture, esc. 
The examination of the returns by the Inspectors-Gene- 
ral, when on their tour of inspection, of course remains 
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Thirty-fifth unaltered, this being a subject to which they give their 
Report. S p GC ; a i attention. 

Section XXVIII. — This clause is designed to prevent 
prisoners from carrying on professional work. Attorneys 
and attorneys’ clerks have hitherto been enabled to hold 
interviews with their clients, under pretence of receivin'' 
friendly visits; and newspaper editors, before now, when 
under sentence for lilift or treason, continued to write 
and exercise their functions. 

Section XXIX. — This is intended to mulct sturdy 
beggars, who frequently have money concealed about 
them, and has already been, since the Act came into 
operation, found to supply an useful chock and deter- 
rent. 

Section XXX. — This section directs a complete sys- 
tem of reports to he furnished by the Local Inspector 
to the Inspoctors-General, and bearing upon the whole 
administration of prisons and bridewells; the latter of 
which are to he personally inspected once, at least, in 
each quarter by the Local Inspector, in furtherance and 
fulfilment of the duties imposed upon this officer by the 
25th section. 

Section XXXI. — The jurisdiction being transferred 
from the Queen's Bench to the Lord Lieutenant, this 
clause repeals the 1 1 2th and I tilth clauses ot the Prisons 
Act — there being power given to the Lord Lieutenant 
to rnmonti any officer who should he guilty of such a de- 
reliction of duty as to refuse to attend, &<•. VV ith regard 
to the 11 7th suction of the Prisons Act, the Board of 
Directors of Convict Prisons now have charge of con- 
victs’ clothing.-- -(Vide the I7(haiid IHtli Viet., cap. 76, 
sec. 25.) 

Sections XXXII., XXX III.. XX X l V. --These sec- 
tions arc transcripts of powers given by the English Acts, 
4th Geo. IV,, (tap. (14, see. 411, 44 ; ami 2nd and Urd Viet., 
cap. f>(j, see. 22. They affix certain penalties to the in- 
troduction of prohibited articles into gaols, and to the 
aiding in the escape (((’prisoners; and they prescribe the 
mode of bringing to trial offenders who escape, break 
prison, or are rescued. 

Section XXXV. — This section relieves the local au- 
thorities of the contributive sum which they were here- 
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,. fnre bound, under the 56tli section of the Prisons Act, 
tn Day to the Inspectors-General for making their several 
Reports, and substitutes compensation out of the Con- 
solidated Fund. 

Section XXXVI.— The object of this section is two- 
fold— 1st to give to the Lord Lieutenant the power 
conferred in Great Britain upon the Secretary of State, 
bvthe oth and Otli Wm. 1V„ cap. 38, sec. 11, of order- 
jn, r prisoners to be removed from one prison to another ; 
and 2nd to enable the authorities of gaols to pay for the 
transmission of prisoners directly without the interven- 
tion of the constabulary. 

The Board thus deals with their own officers, and has 
the power of checking and fixing the charges over which 
the constabulary have now no control. I he pre-existing 
system led to complication, gave additional and unne- 
cessary trouble, and was ineffective. This portion of the 
clause was inserted not only with the concurrence, but 
at the desire, of the constabulary authorities. 
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Section XXXVII. to LIV., inclusive. — These clauses 
are designed to give facility to the amalgamation of pri- 
sons in localities where such is desirable, and to prescribe 
the best means of carrying out the agreement which may 
be entered into by the parties representing the respective 
jurisdictions proposed to ho united. 

The principle of such union, as well as of the main- 
tenance of the prisoners committed from two or more 
jurisdictions, is already established by the 51st, 06th, and 
99th sections of the Prisons Act, and by the 3rd and 4th 
Viet., cap. 109 ; but something more definite with regard 
to the mode of bringing the parties together appeared to 
be required, as well, as the creation of a power to recoil, 
cile the otherwise conflicting authority of the High 
Sheriffs, and to present compensation for the officers of 
the gaol about to be discontinued. Similar principles 
are found in the English Acts. — (See 5th and Oth Viet., 
cap. 53, and 5th and Oth Viet., cap. 08.)

We have hitherto, in our annual Reports, confined our- 
wives to submitting an abstract of the general condition — 
■ftlie «aols under our supervision, leaving- the details to 
be gathered from the special reports furnished upon each 
ri s on individually; but we now present a group of tables, 
in order to put forward synoptically the grave detects, 
material and moral, which obstruct and nullify all 
attempts to apply deterrent and reformatory principles 
to offenders in the great majority of our places of con- 
finement. 

A verv strong feeling ot interest has been awakened, 

•is well with regard to the final disposition of our mature 
malefactors, as to the adoption of preventive measures 
for arresting youth in the noviciate of delinquency, and 
this interest ’is already bearing fruits in legislation ; but 
public fears and sympathies appear to be concentrated 
in dealing with the otyimmg and with the close of a 
criminal career, while the iidawcilmk stages are wholly 
omitted from consideration. It the establishment ot 
reformatory schools, tor the twofold object ot training 
those who "have actually committed offences, and those 
who, from their circumstances, are likely to bo drawn 
into a breach of the laws, wore universal throughout the 
empire, and if, on the other hand, the veterans of crime, 
whether corrigible or incorrigible, wore withdrawn by 
transportation or perpetual imprisonment, from the com- 
munity, an immense improvement in public morality, and 
in the security of life ami property, would doubtless be 
effected; but 'it seems to bo forgotten that probably t/<rcr- 
fourihs of those who pass through our prisons, enter them 
'for the first time at m ai/r beyond the scope of jiir.enib j iitsh ■ 
Intinusl and do not advance to the higher scale ol offences, 
to which the heaviorscntonces of penal servitude and trans- 
portation are attached. For this class, no effective provi- 
sion, either deterrent or reformatory, appears to be con- 
templated, abandoned a.s it is to the casual and voluntary 
administration of the local authorities, who in snmejdw 
instances are, as we have recorded with. sincere plcasiue, 
actuated hv a due sense of their important f unctions; but 
iu the greatly preponderant number of cases, ^ a short- 
sighted, and therefore pernicious poliev prevails — little 
regard being had to the requirements ot educational and 
industrial teaching, and, above all, to the amount and to 
the nature of accommodation, upon which the enforce- 
ment of proper discipline finally depends. -A gain, it is to

T Kel'{f h be home 5,1 miu<1 tllat a very large proportion of the higher 
— ' criminals have boon gradually brought to maturity during 

tlieir progress through the intermediate grade to which 
we have referred, and thus the inconsistency results that, 
firstly, there exists a tacit acquiescence in permitting the 
growth and full development of the “dangerous classes” 
within the very walls of institutions designed for their 
repression and correction, and, secondly, that, when the 
evil has gained such formidable strength as to become 
intolerable, an outcry ot alarm is raised, and an enor- 
mous expenditure is lavished in the doubtful attempt to 
retrieve that which is almost irremediable. Surely, if we 
follow the analogy of physical disease, this is to found 
a costly hospital for advanced cases of consumption, but 
to withhold a small outlay and timely aid from the 
earlier symptoms of a comparatively trifling ailment. 
Wo would, therefore, point to the foregoing tables as evi- 
dence of the depth to which this lamentable neglect has 
been allowed to take root, and wo would especially sum- 
mon attention to the headings, “complete,” “partial,” “ap- 
proximative separation,” and “classification,” according 
to the Prisons Act (7 <!eo. 1 V., cap. 74). By “complete” 
we understand the maintenance of it throughout all the 
criminal classes in its integrity, according to the prescrip- 
tions of the 3rd and 4th Vic., cap., 44; by “partial,” the 
establishment of it under similar regulations in one or 
more sections ; the remainder of the gaol being adminis- 
tered on the plan of “association;” and by “approxima- 
tive,” wo signify that measures are adopted to prevent 
intermixture and undue communication, such as keeping 
each prisoner apart, not only at night in a single cell, but 
during meals, and at the periods allocated to punitive and 
industrial labour, by attacking separate compartments 
to the tread-wheel, and by constructing stalls in the 
yards, workshops, laundries, and lavatories. Of the forty- 
two gaols, therefore, under our supervision, it appeal's 
that there are only four, in which “complete separation” 
is enforced — viz,., those of the counties Antrim, Armagh 
Kilkenny, and Louth. 

“Partial separation,” is carried out in seven — viz,, 
those of Carlow, Richmond Bridewell, in the County of 
Dublin, King’s County, Limerick County, Queen’s 
County, Roscommon, and Westmeath; but a reference 
to the column in which it is recorded will show to what 
a small minority of the inmates it is extended. We

without hazarding the assertion, that m the 
that even in a large proportion of instances, such pp 
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n J$$ lk nitics arc fully turned to account ; blameless conduct dm 
— ing confinement being,. wo fear, too frequently the result 
of long experience, which teaches the habitual inmate f 
a prison that insubordination inevitably leads to 
abridgement of the small amount of comparative indul 
geneu incident to his condition, and that the assumptioi" 
of a penitent tone, and demeanour is likely to producer 
mitigation of punishment: for the sole tost of sincere and 
practical repentance and reformation is his persistence 
in a course of honesty and virtue, when a restoration to 
freedom again exposes him to the temptations and trials 
under which lie formerly succumbed ; but this test it is 
impossible to apply to every east', from the absence of 
an universal ami systematized supervision, which hitherto 
at least, has been deemed to he repugnant to our priti' 
ciples of domestic polity. 

“Separation,” however, at least ensures the establish- 
ment of that primary and permanent principle, which we 
hold it to he the duty of the State to enforce, namely 
that none x/ui/l /cure a i/ooi iror.se member.* of t/iccommunily 
Hum the// ruler it; and it thus tends, as a necessary conse- 
quence, to the reduction of oil’endors by severing all com- 
munion between master and pupil, and by checkin" the 
succession of inslrurlril adepts in the various branches 
of skilful crime pursued by professional law-breakers. 
’I his desirable result we believe to be fully attainable, 
without incurving the evils, which are frequently attri- 
buted to ‘‘separation," inasmuch as the observance of it, 
when fully carried out. is found to be compatible with a 
considerable amount of punitive and industrial labour, 
and with the maintenance of health both bodily and men- 
tal — nor is this opinion speculative; for we fearlessly 
appeal to the experience of the working of tins system 
at Iteiihst gaol, where alone in this kingdom it has been 
in operation sullieiontlv long to alford a just estimate of 
its efficiency, and where the moral advantages have been, 
obtained without infringement of the rule of seclusion, 
of hanl work, and of low diet; the sanitary condition of the 
prisoners wlio ore viiirmullt / .subjected to this form oftlis- 
cip/ine, being such as to render any material relaxation 
unnecessary. 

We therefore again put forward an extract from the 
Report of the Inspector-General, upon this prison for the

order to provide an uniform and comprehensive scheme 
which should embrace the various gradations, bemnninff 
with the first evidences of guilt or even the probabilities 
of a moral lapse, and following the progress of deteriora- 
tion through the loss heinous offences, which are expi- 
able by such periods of detention as arc fulfilled in the 
local gaols, up to the culminating point of mature and 
incurable wickedness. 

Many of the evils, which we have recorded in the fore- 
going tabular synopsis, especially such as arise from ineffi- 
ciency or neglect on the part of the 'officers, with regard 
to general discipline and to educational and industrial 
instruction, will, doubtless, ho remedied — the amended 
Prisons Act, so frequently adverted to, having vested in 
the Board of Superintendence the immediate power of 
nomination and removal ; and we trust that our next 
Report will contain a more favourable return than the 
present in the two latter branches, particularly in that of 
education, for in four of our gaols no school exists, and 
in only Hirer- are regularly trained schoolmistresses 
appointed, while in no less than hcenftj, or nearly one- 
half of the whole vnmher , the duty of teaching the male 
prisoners is abandoned to turnkeys, who are selected 
without consideration of their aptitude for tuition. 

These defects and omissions, we repeat, may be rectified 
under the direction of existing local authority, but we 
entertain no hope that, without legislative prescription, the 
great majority of the county and borough gaols will ever 
bo relieved from 1,1m anomalous position which they 
occupy at present; for an unjust inequality exists in their 
mode of administration, whether we regard the forms of 
discipline in tlmir various modifications as retributive 
treatment for past ollences, or as a means of reforming 
and preparing those who are subjected to confinement, 
so that they shall become, on their discharge, safe or at 
least less dangerous members of the community.

The re-committals of prisoners under seventeen years 
of age, in 1856, amounted to but 717— viz., oH males 
and 203 females ; in 1855 they numbered 814 males and 
562 females— in all 1,370. A reference to l&ble XV 
shows that the number of committals at ten years and 
under, in 1856, was 207, including 139 vagrants ; and 
between ten and seventeen years ot age, e.OOO, including 
1231 vagrants; hut Table XVI., which exhibits the 
number of individuals committed in the same period, 
shows that the 207 committals under ten years ot age, 
owing to the fact of the re-committal witlnn the year ot 
the same parties, include but 220 persons; and the 5,000 
between ten and seventeen, only 3,872 individuals. Thus 
it appears that the 5,327 committals under seventeen 
years of age included but 4,092 persons, of whom 3,37a 
were but once committed in 1850, and 717 individuals

We would also draw attention to the following table, 
showing how many times each of the iirisoviers under 
twenty-one years of ago, committed in L8o0, had been 
in gaol from the time of their first committal many 
year ; but owing to the nature of this table having been 
somewhat misunderstood by some oi the local authori- 
ties, and the records on the subject being defective n 
many gaols, we cannot vouch for its accuracy.

Under the other 
headings there has boon no material change, and there- 
fore we conclude this Report with a recapitulation of the 
statement, which we inside last year, the figures merely 
being changed. — - in previous Reports the question of 
the expediency of establishing juvenile reformatories was 
so fully discussed that no do not consider it necessary to 
re-stato the arguments in favour of such establishments 
Wo would merely point to the figures and analyses 
which wo have givni. as showing, that although the 
numbers are diminished, yet that no loss than 5,327 
children were committed to prison during the last year 
that a large proportion of them were wholly illiterate 
whilst many others had barely acquired the first rudi- 
ments of education ; that tlm terms of imprisonment 
were too short to render it possible to impart any real 
educational instruction to the great majority of them; 
that many, especially vagrants, continue to use tile gaol 
as their home, and to return lo it in the evening of the 
very day on wliieli they have linen set at liberty; and 
that unless youthful otlonders can he kept under restraint 
sufficiently long to enable instruction and reformation 
to take deep root, it is idle to expect much — if any— 
improvement in this class of the criminal population.”

These works .are conducted with.-, great activity, and with a 
due regard to tlie expediency of instructing the prisoners in 
handicrafts, by which they may be enabled to support them- 
selves honestly on their liberation. There is no distinctive 
employment allotted to those sentenced to hard labour. In my 
opinion, the crank-pump should be worked by this class alone, 
since it is fully as punitive as tlie tread-wheel.. 

Washing for the public is carried on very extensively by the 
females, and from it the greater part of the profit is derived. 

The total of net profit produced by articles disposed of 
outside tlie gaol was — in 1854, £588 6s. 0 £d. ; in 1855, 
£616 18s. 10 id.

Instruction in reading,., writing, and; arithmetic is given to 
the males and females (the latter in the presence of the matron), 
by an efficient schoolmaster, at the following hours, on every 
day: — Males, from ten to half-past twelve o’clock ; tradesmen, 
from half-past two to half-past, three o’clock females, from half- 
past twelve to half-past one o’clock.. The school is carried on 
in the chapel, in which the partitions of the front row. have been 
widened and lowered to give sufficient room for writing, and is 
very creditably conducted.

There were no complaints of the provisions, which are 
inspected twice a week by each of the three chaplains, who duly 
record in their journals tlieir opinion of the quality of each 
article of food inspected. 

Boolcs and Accounts. — The registries and books, which are 
very numerous, are kept with praiseworthy care and accuracy. 
All the four forms ordered by the Court of Queen’s Bench have 
now boon adopted, and are filled with perfect regularity; and 
the Officers’ Gate-book, Governor’s Journal, and Day-book are 
deserving of peculiar commendation. I recommend the estab- 
lishment, of an hospital registry, showing the number of patients 
in hospital on each day, and the hour at which they were 
admitted ; and it is also most desirable that all orders for the issue 
of extra diet, which, of course, are made in writing by the 
surgeon, should be in force for one week only , and at the expi- 
ration of that time should, if necessary, bo renewed under the 
surgeon’s hand, so as to enable the clerk more readily to pro- 
duce vouchers for entries, under tho head of “Medical or Extra 
Diet,’’ in Daily Consumption Book. The accounts are dear and 
explicit, and aro very carefully examined by the Board.

The female prisoner 
Jiacl been fully committed, as a dangerous lunatic, on the 27th 
or September, but was still in tlie bridewell on the 9 nd of 
October. It is imperative upon the Constabulary to remove 
unfortunate creatures of this description to the county caol 
immediately, upon being fully committed, since a bridewell is 
wholly unlit for their custody. The building was untidy, and 
the floors of the cells and clay-rooms dirty; whitewash was also 
required. The male yard is insecure, owing, to the lowness of 
the walls and projection of the window sills. There is wood 
water, from pumps, in both yards, but the sewers were choked 
and wholly ineffective. Bedding and blankets good and suffi- 
eient, but no sheets . Petty sessions fortnightly, transmittals 
generally regula r. Registry apparently correct, but many com- 
mittals not forthcoming, owing to the irregular practice, which 
prevails here, of lodging drunkards without written committals. 
I Jicrc was no Visiting Booh ; one must immediately be supplied 
m compliance with section Ixii of 7th Geo. IV., cap. 74. Cost 
of dietary, 5 d. per head, per day. Keeper’s salary, £20. 

Ballymena. — One male prisoner; 174 in the last quarter, of 
whom, {)d were drunkards. The accommodation is now suf- 
ficient, a female drunkards’ cell having been constructed; but 
the iron grates of both the drunkards’ cells ought to be sheeted 
to prevent exposure of the person. The yards are wholly 
insecure. 1 lie removal of the window-sills would, doubtless, be 
an improvement; but the prison can only be made really secure 
by raising the wall, and erecting a parapet round the edge of 
the roof.

There is a tread-wheel in the gaol, hut its use has been dis- 
continued. Hard labour consists in carrying the stones to the 
mrih-yard, in addition to breaking them. The stone-breaking 
is carried on in separate yards, with sheds attached, and the 
other occupations, except washing, in the cells. The prison 
clothing for both sexes is made up in the prison ; that for 
males from materials purchased outside; that for females 
from materials manufactured in the gaol.

Schools . — The juveniles of both sexes (the females in the 
presence of the matron), and adults, if they desire it, are in- 
structed by a trained schoolmaster for two hours daily, in read- 
ing, writing, and arithmetic. The school is carried on in the 
chapel, and appeared to be efficiently conducted, although 
much impeded by the partitions above referred to. The regis- 
try of progress is defective, since it does not clearly show the 
graduated advance of the pupils, but an approved form is to be 
forthwith adopted. The chaplains frequently visit the school, 
examine the pupils, and test the registry- — a most commendable 
practice, and one which especially tends to the efficiencyof the 
school.

There wore no complaints of the provisions, which are said 
to be regularly inspected by the chaplains, who do not how- 
ever, appear by the entries in the “ Inspection of Provisions’ 
Book." to perform this duty nearly so often as the law requires. 

Books and Accounts. — The four hooks prescribed by the 
Court of Queen’s Bench are kept with great care, and tally ex- 
actly. The Itegistrios, Governor s Journal, Officers' Gate-book, 
&c., are very satisfactory ; hut a “ Daily Employment of Pri- 
soners’ Book” is much required. The surgeon keeps an excel- 
lent Hospital Book, and signs nil orders for issues of hospital 
and extra diet (the latter of which is here of very rare occur- 
rence) ; hut it is very desirable that such orders should not last 
indefinitely, hut should he renewed, i f necessary, at the expiration 
of a week, always under the doctor's hand, so ns to enable the 
clerk more easily to product! vouchers for entries under these 
headings in llm Daily Consumption Book. 

The local inspector devotes much attention to the accounts, 
and the hills for provisions are carefully compared with the 
amounts shown to he. consumed by the Daily Consumption 
Book. The labour accounts are particularly clear and explicit. 
The total cost of the gaol, including dietary and salaries, was, 
in 1853, £|,3!)3 Me. \)d . ; 1804, £1,452 12s.

As however, 
slight cases of indisposition are treated in the cells, it contains 
sufficient accommodation for existing requirements, and is fur- 
nished with baths and waterclosets. 

The gaol had been healthy, and free from epidemic disease.

The marslialsea contains ample accommodation, and the 
kitchen and stores are good. In four of the yards partitioned 
sheds for stonebreaking, &c., have been erected— a most desir- 
able approach to separation, which it would he well to extend 
to the females by fitting the laundry with similar partitions 
between the troughs, thus preventing unrestricted communica- 
tion between tlie prisoners, at least during the hours of labour. 

Theie ale good baths, but no lavatories, there beinn only 
stone troughs in the open yard for the prisoners to wash in' ■ 
each ward is supplied with towels and soap. The corridor of 
the old . gaol is used as a carpenter’s' shop. Other handicrafts 
are carried on in the day-rooms. 

. The males are stated to be classified according to the direc- 
tions of the old Prisons’ Act ; but I found the tried and untried 
felons in the same yard— a state of things inconsistent with 
proper classification ; and the more to-be remarked because one 
enure ward was occupied by a single prisoner, whose offence is 
specially included in one of the classes enumerated in section vi. 
oi Geo. IV.,.. cap. 74. This irregularity lias, however, I am 
informed, been since remedied. 

The females are in two and sometimes three classes, according 
to character All of both sexes sleep in separate cells ; hut tlie 
meals are taken in the day-rooms — a practice which gives great 
facility for communication and combination ; . thus subjecting 
the less depraved to tlie evil influence of the most hardened^ 
and enabling those who have been associates in vice outside to 
continue their acquaintance, and, .perhaps, to concoct fresh 
sc ernes of villany inside the gaol. I, therefore, strongly urge 
tlie adoption of the rule of making each prisoner take his or her 
meals in their cells — a rule which is now nearly universal in tlie 
county gaols of Ireland, and which 1 lias been found to work 
well.

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There was a sufficient supply of good beds, bedding, 
bknkets but sheets have hitherto been used in the hospital 
ol however! in compliance with section 12 of the Amended 
Prisons’ Act, an adequate quantity of sheeting has been pur- 
chased and will be immediately issued. 

The accommodation for males is ample m every respect, but 
is arranged upon the old associative plan, and it is to be 
hoped that the local authorities will extend to this portion of 
the gaol the liberality which they have displayed with respect 
to the female side, by adapting the building corresponding to 
the new female prison to the separate system: in which laud- 
able design they will, doubtless, be encouraged by the proof 
which the new works afford of the facility with which the old 
ranges can he rendered fit for separation, the sole effectual bar 
to moral contamination, and the best means of producing rcfor- 

ma i 'visited the gaol on the second occasion for the purpose of 
inspecting the new female prison, with a view to giving tie 
certificate of its fitness for occupation required by section 4 of 
3 and 4 Vic. cap. 41, which I shall be ready to do so soon as 
the ventilation of the lower tier of cells is completed. 

This prison contains 48 cells, in three stories: there aie 9 
cells in each of the two lower floors, and 10 in the upper, of 
which last 8 are double colls. The building is heated by hot 
water pipes passing through the cells m which, although unoc- 
cupied, the temperature was on the day of my. visit 5L 1 ahi., 
or higher than will he needed. All the windows can he 
opened wide for the admission of fresh air, but as prisoners are 
very apt to shut the windows whenever they have the oppor- 
tunity, the introduction of a perforated pane into each would 

be The a cells intlie two upper floors are furnished with ventila- 
tors in the ceilings, through which the foul air will he conducted 
by flues to the roof; hut the colls on the ground floor are not at 
present sufficiently ventilated, and as they have no provision 
for this purpose ill the ceilings, it will be necessary to c0 ” stl “ c ‘ 
ventilators of sufficient size over the doors. In each cell the 
is a water-cock, to which water is supplied from a hand-pumi 
situated outside the building ; there are 4 •water-closets, witlilava- 
tories adjoining, on each floor; every cell is fitted with a bell, . and 
there is a matron’s room on each floor, so. that m case of sic - 
ness or other emergency the prisoners can immediately ^sumrn 
an officer. A presentment lias been made for the supply of 
gas.

Tl.o present laundry is too small to admit of partitions which 
are necessary to maintain the system of separation’ in to 
integrity, but it appears that the wl.olo frame if the buildinT 
me udmg the party- walls of the cells, extends to at least 
iect below the ground floor as at present used, in fact, one of 
these cells has been excavated lor the reception of the boiler 
by winch tho prison is heated. By excavating tho whole of 
tins vault a most admirable laundry, divided into separate cells 
might bo provided, and as it could bo entered by stairs leading 
lrom the centre corridor of the now prison, it would be much 
more convenient than the one now in use. 

Tho males are classified according to the directions of the 
1 1 ’isouH Act, but these classes are frequently subdivided, now 
that tho accommodation so much oxccods the requirements so 
as to circumscribe association as much as possible. Five cells 
adapted to separation are occupied by juveniles, the remaining 
juveniles are in the several classes with the adults. The 
females, a portion ol whom occupy the male marsbalsoa, pend- 
ing the alterations in the female prison, aro in two classes ac- 
cording to character. j\ll of both sexes sleep and take their 
meals in single cells. 1 iie general appearance of the prisoners 
was satisfactory, and adequate prison dresses are regularly 
issued. The governor or bis deputy always attends the lock- 
up, and three turnkeys are on patrol at night by alternate 
watches, but there is no tell-tale clock to test their vigilance.

The male school is well conducted, although more attention

results, very few matrons being qualified to act as teachers. 

A good registry of progress is kept in the male, hut none 
iu the female school. The chaplains are said to frequently 
visit the school and examine the pupils, though they do not 
record the discharge of this duty. It is of great importance 
that they should from time to time test the accuracy of the 
entries in the registry of progress.

B 'tli hot air, and furnished with an adequate number of water- 
Trcts and lavatories, is in every way fitted for the adoption of 
CuG in its integrity, with the single exception of the 
f^ce of bells, the introduction of which into each cell would 
f needed with very little expense: and it is much to be 
Pitted that this Slight addition should not be made and the 
S system folly introduced, since it has been uniformly 
folnii to operate so successfully In the repression of crime and 

the reformation of offenders. . « _ii_ 

The female prison has been enlarged by taking into it 8 cells 
and 5 rooms formerly belonging to the old male prison, from 
Si S more cells could he spared if required: but at present 
no steps have been taken towards adapting tins part of the gaol 
to separation, although that system has been found even more 
effective with females than with males. At the time of my visit 
no provision had been made for water-closets or lavatories m the 
female prison, but I have since been informed that tins omission 

has been remedied. , 

The o-ate leading from this prison to the inarshalsea must be 
exchanged for a closed door, to prevent the possibility or com- 
munication between the sexes. . • , , 

The accommodation will in future t be more than sufficient to 
afford a cell to each female. The laundry and drying-room 
continue in the unfinished state noticed by my colleague last 
rear. It is verv desirable that the former should be fitted with, 
partitions to prevent conversation during the hours of labour. 
There are good batbs for both sexes, in wluch all are washed on 
admission. The kitchen and bakehouse are tolerably good. 

The marshalsea is amply sufficient for all requirements. 

No alterations or improvements liavo been made in the small 
exercising yards, which, it has been previously shown, might 
advantageously be thrown into one large yard, thereby affording 
sufficient space for air and exercise, which the present narrow 
compartments scarcely allow. The stone-breaking also continues 
to be carried on close" to the hospital, the inmates of which might ■ 
in serious cases be injuriously affected by tbe noise of the ham- 
mers. It would be far preferable to allocate tbe sheds at present 
used for bone-breaking to tbe stone-breakers, and to remove 
elsewhere or entirely to exclude from the prison the first-named 
species of employment, from which the smell was, even uring 
my -visit — i.e., in comparatively cold weather— very offensive. 

The males are strictly classified according to the Tnsons Act ; 
indeed, their treatment" approximates very closely to entire sepa- 
ration: they sleep, take their meals, and are taught m then- 
single cells, and are in a great measure separated at then various 
employments and handicrafts, hut at the pump and m chapel aie 
in association.

The general appearance of the prisoners was satisfarw i 
the directions of the Prisons’ Act as to their clothiiw an™ k 
to have been totally disregarded.

IV. cai) 74 
sciahes the clothing to ho allowed to all poor prisoners nulIT 
no distinction between tried and untried; and by the ?4th ? 
attached to Section eix. of the .same Act, the load inspector! 
required to report to the Judge of Assize « particularly whether 
the poor prisoners have I icon supplied with the food" cbthhm 
and bedding proscribed by this Act.” It is therefore clear that 
poor prisoners are entitled to prison dresses, and that the Board 
has 110 option in the matter. The stock of prison clothim. also 
was, at the time of my visit, quite insufficient; and, under all the 
circumstances of the case, unless the irregularity complained of 
he speedily rectified, and the poor prisoners supplied with their 
proper clothing, J shall feel compelled to exercise the power 
conferred upon the Jnspor.tnrs-Ueneral by Section Ixxxiii. of 
the Prisons’ Act. 

Discipline appeared to lie strictly maintained. The governor 
always attends the lock-up, and also assembles all the turnkeys 
at nine o’clock. 'V turnkey is on patrol every night, but there 
is no tell-tale clock or oilier test of In’s vigilance. 

There, was no entry in the Punishment Book snbsequent to 
the Bill of September, 1 Bo 5. The governor explained that he 
could fill up this hook from his journal, but I cannot refrain 
from stating that Hindi irregularity is highly reprehensible. 

The punishments appeared all to have been for slight offences, 
and to have been inflicted by order of the governor.

Employment. — Thorn is no trend-wheel, and shot-drill las not 
1)0011 introduced ill this prison. The crank-pump is supposed to 
afford punitive, labour, but, as by it all tile water for the use of 
the prison is raised, it can scarcely he restricted to prisoners 
under sentence of hard labour. The males are chiefly employed 
in stone-breaking and bone-crushing; mat-making, weaving, 
tailoring, and shoennikiiig are also occasionally in operation. 
The employment of the females consists of carding, spinning, 
making prison dresses, washing for prison, &c. 

The total of net profit, produced by articles disposed of outside 
the gaol for the last two years was — in 1854, £54 16s. W.;

Schools — The younger males are instructed by a school- 
master for four horn's daily in reading, writing, and arithmetic. 
The school appeared to he well conducted, and several of tile 
scholars had made considerable progress. 

' A satisfactory registry of progress is kept, and is said to be 
frequently tested by the chaplains, but I could only find one 
entvv of any such examination. It is scarcely necessary to add 
that" it is very desirable that the chaplains should frequently 
visit the school and examine the pupils, so as to test the accu- 
racy of the teacher’s entries in the registry, and that they should 

record such visits. . 

The females are supposed to he instructed by the matron tor an 
hour daily, but there being only one female discipline officer, she 
has little time at her disposal for such a purpose. It would be 
far preferable that the females should be taught by the school- 
master in the presence of the matron. There is no registry for

of gruel for milk at dinner for prisoners whose term of impri- 
sonment does not exceed one calendar month, have also been 
disregarded. 

There were no complaints of the provisions, which seemed 
very good. The substitution of potatoes for bread has. been 
found beneficial. The chaplains regularly inspect the provisions, 
but enter their inspections in the General Visiting Book. A 
special book should he kept for this purpose, in which remarks 
upon the quality of the provisions should he entered.

Books and Accounts . — I found the books prescribed Ly tt 
Court of Queen’s liench in a most unsatisfactory condition- all 
of them were several days in arronr, and therefore accuracy wa- < 

out of the question. Moreover, although the four books agreed 
generally as to the numbers of prisoners, in the Daily Cotisump- \ 
tion Books the errors wore innumerable; indeed,' 'I could not 1 
discover a single page in which the quantity of provisions issued ! 
tallied with the number of prisoners to be fed: sometimes .the I 
quantity issued was too much, sometimes too little ; either the nri- i 
sellers got more than they wore legally entitled to, or they were ! 
illegally ilepri veil of ft portion of their just allowance. Tlieseboob 1 
were designed for the purpose of affording simple and effective 
checks; there can he no difficulty, with ordinary attention in 
keeping thorn: indeed, ill the great majority of gaols it is difficult 
to discover a single error in them; and as this was not the first 
inspection at which tliu books of this gaol have been found to he 
in niTuav, inaccurate, and irregular, I cannot refrain from ex- 
pressing my opinion that those to whom tlie keeping of them is 
intrusted, mid especially the governor, have been guilty of cul- 
pable neglect. 

An index to the Registry is required, and it is desirable that 
besides the general Visiting Book, separate inspection books i 
should he provided for each extern officer. The accounts ; 
appeared to be dearly kept..

All the intern officers arc paid monthly; none receive rations 
or allowances. The turnkeys are not supplied with uniforms. 
The practice of clothing the turnkeys in uniforms has been 
adopted throughout the gaols of Ireland, with but very tew 
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exceptions, as tending to promote amongst these officers increased 
respectability, regularity, and discipline. Three of the turnkeys 
we handicraftsmen- — a weaver, a baker, and a shoemaker. Tire 
Sheriff invariably exercises his right of appointment. There 
are some arms in the prison. 

In the list of officers appears a providore — an official who is 
not found in any other gaol in Ireland. lie does not reside in 
[he prison, and appears to be wholly independent of the governor, 
but as lie did not attend during lay inspection, nor during that 
of my colleague last year, I am unable to give an exact account 
of tile duties performed by him : hut whenever I called the 
attention of the governor to some inaccuracy in the Dietary 
Book, lie replied that it was not he, but the providore, who 
managed the provisions. It thus appears that this officer relieves 
the governor of a great part of his most onerous responsibility, 
and vet is not amenable himself to the same rules, and control- 
lable "by the same inspection as other gaol officials. I cannot but 
think that the substitution of a good clerk, resident in the gaol, 
fur the providore, whose office is not recognised by the Prisons’ 
Act, would be very advantageous.

Hospitals. —The accommodation for the sick of both sexes is 
ample. It is proposed to open a door from the second into the 
top floor of the building, at present only accessible by an outside 
staircase, by which two water-closets will be rendered available. 
The gaol had been healthy and free from epidemic, but there 
were 4 male and 7 female patients, or exactly one-fifth of the 
total in custody — a larger proportion of sick than usual else- 
where.

The prison was in good repair, clean, well ventilated and 
abundantly supplied with water, which is raised by the tread- 
wheel, _ and conveyed by pipes to each yard. Good drinHntr 
water is obtained from the pump. The sewers are flushed with 
water from time to time, but occasionally require to be opened 
owing to the want of sufficient slope. 

New locks, purchased in Dublin, have lately been furnished 
throughout the prison, which appears generally to he very secure, 
with the exception of the female yard, the wall of which requires 
stopping, a female having succeeded in climbing to the top of it 
on the day of my visit, the interstices between the bricks afford- 
ing her sufficient foothold. 

Some of the blankets wore thin and worn, hut I was assured 
that thicker wore supplied in winter. Sheets have hitherto been 
used in the hospital only ; if every bed were furnished with them, 
it would be found to conduce much to cleanliness, health, and 
even to economy, by saving much of the wear and tear of the 
blankets. The accommodation for males is ample; and as all 
the cells are of sufficient size for separation, it is to be hoped 
that the authorities will determine to adapt this prison to that 
system, or at least to an approximation to it, which has been 
found so effectual in repressing crime, if not in reforming crimi- 
nals ; and which might hero be established at a comparatively 
small expense. There is a good workroom, where the scutching 
machine is placed ; and in a loft over this room shoemaking is 
carried on. The stone-breaking yard is fitted with sheds for 
separating the prisoners during labour ; and it is very desirable 
that the tread-wheel should be furnished with partitions for the 
same purpose. The other industrial labour and the schooling 
are carried on in the day rooms. 

The marshalsea is commodious, and the kitchen excellent. 
Tubs and towels are supplied to every yard; and there are good 
baths, in which all are washed on admission. The female prison 
contains a sufficient number of colls, but unfortunately those on

The general appearance of the prisoners was satisfactory, but 
tlie majority of the males were not clothed in prison dresses ; and 
the stock of clothing in store was quite insufficient. I have since 
been informed by the local inspector that immediate steps have 
been taken to provide prison dresses, and to clothe the poor pri- 
soners in accordance with the directions of the Prisons Act. 

The governor attends the lock-up ; and a turnkey is on patrol 
all night, but there is no tell-tale clock to test his vigilance.

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Schools— The males are taught reading, writing, and arid, 
metic for an hour daily, each class being instructed h a 
respective turnkey in its day-room. The clerk, who i/,u 
called the schoolmaster, is supposed to superintend the wU 
This system appears to me very faulty, for it can hardly be 2 
posed that all the turnkeys are competent to instruct even i 
the mere rudiments of education ; and I recommend that her 
as is usual in most gaols, all should he taught by the school’ 
master, who should bo held responsible for tl?e efficiency of the" 
school. The females arc taught by the matron. Registries of 
progress are kept, hut those in use were badly drawn up and 
did not show the graduated progress of the pupils; new forms 
have, however, been procured since my visit. I regret to report 
that the chaplains never even visit the schools. It is highw 
expedient that they should from time to time examine the pupils 
with a view of testing the accuracy of the entries in the re to 
tries. ' °

Some females complained of the stirabout being thin and 
cold: this statement, however, was contradicted by the other 
prisoners. Tlicro was no sample of the morning’s issue of stir- 
about in the gaol : one ration ought always to be kept for the 
inspection of visitors. The Protestant chaplain regularly 
inspects the provisions, although he does not explicitly record 
his opinion of their quality, every second week ; hut the Roman 
Catholic chaplain never performs this duty, although it is 
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expressly enjoined upon him by the Prisons Act. I beg to call North 
the serious attention of the Board to this neglect of duty. District. 

Books and Accounts. — There had been considerable careless- c ^mty of 
ness in the keeping of the books, but since the appointment of Leitrim' Gaol. 
the new local inspector much improvement was observable. The 
Discharge Book had not latterly been kept at all ; and 1 learned 
with regret that the governor had not apprised the local inspector 
of the existence of any such book, although he had been parti- 
cularly desired to show to the new officer all the books which 
are required to be kept in gaols. I must here also state that 
the Inspection Return, as sent up by the' governor, was full of 
inaccuracies, and on inquiry it transpired that he had deceived 
the local inspector in this matter also. Such conduct is highly 
reprehensible. The Watch Porter’s Book, which ought to specify 
the day and hour of the discharge and committal of every pri- 
soner, was slovenly and irregular, and the Daily Consumption 
Book was incorrect, owing to the clerk having considered that 
it must he filled up each day for that day, whereas, to insure 
accuracy, it ought to be made up on each day for the preceding 
day. An alphabetical index to the Registry is required. The 
accounts are peculiarly clear and accurate, and pass-books are 
kept for each tradesman.

The local inspector, who had only been appointed a short 
time previous to my visit,, appeared to he already quite conver- 
sant with all the details of the prison, and most anxious to per- 
form his duties efficiently. All the intern officers are paid 
monthly. None, except the hospital nurse, receive rations. The 
turnkeys are supplied with uniforms and arms. Amoiwst them 
are a weaver, a tailor, and a shoemaker.

Chaplain, 10(1; Roman Catholic Chaplain, 56.

From those figures it appears that the Protestant chaplain 
even did not visit nearly so often as the law requires, and that 
the visits of the Roman Catholic chaplain were only a third of 
the number proscribed by the Prisons Act. 

Hospitals . — The accommodation for the sick of both seres is 
ample. Both the buildings, one being allocated to each sex, 
were clean and orderly; water-closets are, however, wanted. 
The gaol had been healthy and free from epidemic.

of females m custody at one tune will rarely exceed the above 
number of cells. In order to carry out, thoroughly, the prin 
ciple of separation, it will ho necessary to erect partitions 
between the troughs of the laundry, so as to prevent communi. 
cation during the hours of labour. A drying-room is much 
required. The yards of the female prison are small and incon- 
venient, and I strongly recommend that all, or the greater part 
of the outhouses and party walls should be removed, and 
thus a sufficient space provided for air and exercise, which will 
be especially necessary for the females confined during so large 
a portion of the twenty-four hours in cells. 

Whilst tho works arc in progress the females are to occupy 
No. 1 side of the lower male prison. 

Very praiseworthy attention is paid to the classification of 
both sexes: amongst the males approximative separation is main- 
tained, all taking their meals and sleeping in single cells; and 
every prisoner when at stonebreaking, which is carried on during 
the greater part; of the day, being placed by himself in a lock-up 
workshed. The females have hitherto been divided in several 
classes according to character, but the accommodation admitted 
of only a small^ proportion of them being kept singly at meals, 
and at night. The state of discipline and general appearance of 
the prisoners was highly satisfactory, and adequate prison dresses 
are regularly issued. 

The governor always attends the lock-up. A watchman is on 
duty every night, and the governor occasionally goes round the 
gaol at night to ascertain if tho patrol is on the alert; but a 
tell-tale clock, which can be procured at a trifling expense, would 
bo found to be a much more efficient test of the vigilance of the 
watchmen.

It appears from these returns that the decrease in the amount 
of crime has been considerable and progressive. The commit- 
tals in 1855, as compared with those in 1854, exhibit a material 
reduction in the number of males, but very little m that ot the 
females ; and in the daily averages, whilst tlie males have decreased 
the females have increased , although only m a trifling _ egree. 

In the re-committals of both sexes in 1856, there is, it is to be 
observed with regret, a considerable increase, especially w ion 
the decline in the committals is taken into account. Un the 
day of inspection the disproportion between tlie sexes was very 
remarkable, there having been twice as many females as males m 
the gaol; and in the committals for 1855, tlie former were to the 
latter very nearly as 2 to 3 ; whereas, m 1854, they were not 
quite 1 to 2 ; however, in the committals for the first five months 
of 1856, tlie females have resumed their normal relative pro- 
portion to tlie males; but, from causes hereafter to be adveited 
to, a continuance of improvement amongst tins sex can scaice y 
be expected. There lias been some decrease m juvenile crime. 

In tlie nature of crime there lias not been much change.

The prison was clean, dry, well ventilated, generally in » 00 'i 
repair, and well supplied with good water, which is raised bv 
the tread-wheel. The sewers, although flushed with water every 
morning, are not very effective, and require to be opene'd 
occasionally. New doors have been put up in the yards; it is 
desirable that each should he fitted with an inspection hole or 
grating. The windows over the doors leading to the various 
compartments in the chapel are much decayed, and ought to be 
replaced by metal frames, winch would bo better calculated to 
resist the constant drip from the limestone. The supply of beds 
heckling, and blankets is good and sufficient, and sheets are 
furnished for every bed; a most commendable practice. Some 
new locks liavo lately been litted to the various doors, which 
apparently now render the gaol secure. There is a good 
recoption ward, but its use has of late been abandoned. The 
Prisons Act orders that all prisoners should, on admission, be 
confined in a ward of this description until they shall have been 
examined by the surgeon, and such precaution is evidently 
necessary to provide against infection. There is but one bath 
in the gaol, awl that apparently rarely used. There are no 
lavatories, but troughs and towels are supplied to each of the 
male, and to one only of tho female yards. The accommodation 
of tho male prison is adequate, and might be cosily extended 
still further by dividing some of tho day-rooms into cells ; but 
that of tile female prison is lamentably insufficient. There is 
not a single coll in this prison ; neither are there any solitary 
colls wherein to place refractory or offending females. There 
are merely three day-rooms, five sleeping rooms, and two work- 
rooms, one opening out of the other ; tho consequence is, that all 
tho female prisoners of whatever age, crime, or character, are in 
constant association, by which the less hardened are exposed to 
all the corruption attending intercourse with the most depraved 
of their sax. The laundry and drying-room are small and in- 
convenient, and tho privies are so badly constructed as to be 
constantly wet and offensive.

I ascertained that this mis- 
conduct had originated with a convict who had been employed 
as a'vm’dswoman in tl.e hospital. Prisoners of such a class 
Lht never to be employed in such an othce, which should only 
be Tilled by those of' light crimes or short sentences and general 
nood chamctcr. In addition to this irregularity, it appeared 
that the matron had taken upon herself, without receiving 
authority from the surgeon, or even reporting her intention to 
the Governor, to remove a prisoner placed m so-called sohtaiy 
confinement (for there are really no solitary cells) from one room 
to another • and that in consequence of tins proceeding, fresh vio- 
lence and more breakage of windows had ensued. It « scwcely 
necesSy to remark, That such conduct is subversive of a 1 dis- 
cililme and order ; and taking into consideration tlie general laxity 
oCvable in the female prison, and tlie discontented demeanour 
and bearing of the female prisoners, I am constiamed to expiess 
my opinion that the matron had been culpably negligent ; but 
it is to be hoped, that her attention having been called to these 
matters, such irregularities may not again occui.

In 1855^ as compared with 1854, there is a very gratifying 
reduction in the totals confined on the 4th of April, in the daily 
averages, in the committals, and above all in the re-committals, 
which in the latter year amounted to, males, 35, females, 27. In 
all these particulars, and especially in the re-committals, the de- 
crease in the males lias been much greater than in the females; 
this disproportion is partly attributable to the influence which 
enlistment in the line, and in the militia, has. had upon the male 
population. When it is considered that a great proportion of 
the females are prostitutes and disorderly characters, committed 
from the town of Dundalk, and that the aggregate of female 
crime, in this gaol, is far from large, as compared with that in 
other prisons representing a like amount of population, there 
does not appear to he any reason for doubting the efficiency of the 
separate system in repressing crime amongst individuals of this 
sex. The returns for the first three months of the present year 
also indicate a still further reduction in criminals of both sexes. 

Vagrancy has become very rare, but there lias been no improve- 
ment in drunkenness. Juvenile offences have more than pro- 
portionably diminished. In other respects there has been no 
change in the nature of crime, which continues to be generally 
of a mitigated description.

The building was tWghout in good repair, dry, clean, and 
orderly. J he new well having been finished, it is hoped tit 
the supply of water will, in future, lie sufficient. The sewer T 
is good. The ventilation of the cells is very defective, owitw? 
the faulty construction of the windows, which require to he m] 
to open so as to admit a free current of fresh air. I found son/ 
of those cells very close and offensive, and in hot weather the 
evil must naturally he greater. I am happy, however, to learn 
that it is in contemplation immediately to make the necessary 
alterations in the windows. A wall to separate the debtors' erer 
cising yard from the rest of the prison is also much required 
The cells are all provided with hells, water-closets, basins and 
water-cocks, and wore found to he sufficiently warmed by the 
heating apparatus during the past winter ; indeed the ventilation 
is the sole, but a very important, defect in these cells. The sup. 
ply of bedding and blankets is fully adequate, and sheets are 
furnished to each bod — an excellent practice. 

The accommodation for both sexes is ample, hut considerable 
inconvenience is occasioned by the want of a proper division 
between the male and female colls. With reference to thispoint 
Mr. Gahvoy reported in 1854 — “The females are very badly 
located, being confined in the colls on the upper gallery of tie 
north wing, those for the males being immediately underneath; 
I would suggest their being transferred to the end of the south 
wing, and a division made, commencing at cells 16 and 21, and 
carried to the top of the. building, by winch 32 cells would he 
available for this class, and they could then have easy access to 
their exercising yards without, as is now the case, being marched 
through the common hull and the south wing of the male side 
of the prison.” 

I earnestly recommend tho adoption of this suggestion, with 
the addition that a staircase should be constructed at the end of 
tho south wing, believing that a great improvement might 
thereby be effected at a trilling expense. The laundry and 
kitchen are sufficient, Imt the drying-room is bad. Ten of the 
basement cells arc used as reception wards, and ten as work- 
rooms, Jt would be well if some steps were taken to preventthe 
possibility of any communication between the sexes whilst con- 
fined in the reception cells. 

Tho system of separate confinement in its integrity, is strictly, 
but humanely, carried out with all the criminal classes. 

Tho prisoners generally presented a, satisfactory appearance, 
and were alt well clothed in prison dresses. Discipline appeared 
to bo fully maintained. The governor attends the lock-up, and 
a turnkey is on watch in the lmll of the prison all night, lhe 
punishments, all of which wore inflicted by order of the governor, 
had been few, and for slight offences.

Although it may 
not be necessary to send every prisoner affected with some very 
trifling indisposition to the hospital, it is decidedly inexpedient 
that patients should he treated for any lengthened period in their 
cells, especially if the disorder is one which requires that, the 
patient should he kept within doors, or is such as to incapacitate 
him or her from following the ordinary routine of the prison. 

There were no sick, and the gaol had been remarkably healthy 
and free from epidemic.

General Observations. 

Upon the second day of my visit I had the advantage of beino 
present at a meeting of the Board, to whom I suggested the pro! 
priety of improving the ventilation of the cells, in which they 
cordially agreed, and at once took the preliminary steps towards 
carrying out this most desirable object. I also ventured to offer 
some observations upon some other matters connected with the 
management of the prison, and 1 have to thank them for the 
kindly spirit in which my suggestions were received. 

Bridewell. 

Ardee . — Two males ancl 2 females in custody; 22 prisonersin 
the last quarter, of whom 10 were drunkards. The bridewell 
throughout in good repair, excessively clean and orderly, and 
well supplied with bedding and blankets. The sewerage is effec- 
tive, and there is an abundance of water from a pump on the 
premises; the cock of the water-pipe required repair. Petty 
sessions fortnightly, and transmittals regular. The local inspector 
visits, but makes no entry in the visiting book. Registry and 
committals correct, but many prisoners arc taken from this bride- 
well to Dnnleer potty sessions, and their committals are not 
returned to the keeper, even if they are discharged at those 
sessions. Dietary per day, Sid. tor males ; djd. for females ; and 
one half penny less per day for drunkards ; keeper’s salary, £50.

In the totals in custody on the specified days there Las been 
a progressive increase in the last three years. In the com- 
mittals and re-committals of both sexes there was an increase 
in 1855, but a largo decrease in 1850; and the daily averaoes of 
males for the years 1851, 1855, and 18011, have progressively 
decreased, whilst those of females have remained nearly sta- 
tionary. With regard to the re-committals of females, it is to 
bo observed with regret, but without surprise, when the utter 
insufficiency and inclUoienoy of the female prison is taken into 
consideration, that some of the women of the town have been 
in gaol very frequently (luring the present year, one having 
been committed eighteen, aiul another sixteen times, in little 
more than ten months. 

As to the nature of crime, there 1ms been very little change;

The inadequacy of the accommodation of this miserable 
prison, inferior, indeed, to many bridewells, has so often been 
noticed by successive Inspectors- General, that I shall confine 
myself to stating that the building was clean, in tolerable 
repair, and sufficiently supplied with bedding, blankets, and 
sheets ; but that no improvement or alteration in any respect 
has taken place, and that, consequently, this prison continues 
to be utterly unworthy of the designation of “ Common Gaol 
and House of Correction,” being, besides defective in points of 
construction, such as an entire absence of sewerage, wholly 
unprovided with the ordinary requirements of a gaol, and so 
coniined in space as to render discipline and classification im- 
possible, whilst from the position of the hospital, communica- 
tion between the sexes is almost unavoidable. 

My colleague last j r ear was led to believe that the local 
authorities were fully determined to rebuild the gaol in such a 
manner as to render it fit for the introduction of the separate 
system, and reported accordingly. Plans for this purpose were 
subsequently submitted to, and approved by, the Lord Lieu- 
tenant ; but, to my astonishment, I found that the works had 
not been commenced, and that the Commissioners had decided 
to take no further steps in the matter at present, so that there 
is no near prospect of the crying evils, above referred to, being 
remedied. 

The males (exclusive of debtors) are merely divided into 
two classes — tried and untried-— and do not all sleep separately, 
although the number of cells generally suffices for this very 
desirable arrangement. 

The females are in two divisions, according to character ; 
but this classification, imperfect as it is, is not always attended

Schools. — T’lio males are taught reading, writing, and arith- 
metic, for two hours daily, by the assistant turnkey, who appears 
to he a competent schoolmaster. A registry of progress is 
kept; but an amended form, showing more clearly the graduated 
advance of the scholars, is about to bo adopted. It is very 
desirable that, the chaplains should from time to time examine 
the pupils with the view of testing the accuracy of the entries 
in the registry. There is no educational instruction whatever 
jor females.

There were no complaints of the provisions, which I found 
to be good, and which are regularly inspected by the chaplains. 

It is of importance that a special book should be kept, in 
which these officers should record not only the fact of having 
made inspection of the provisions, but also their opinion of the 
quality and quantity of each of the articles of food inspected. 

At present the performance of this duty is merely entered in 
the General Visiting Book- 

Bool's and Accounts. — The forms prescribed by the Court 
of Queen’s Bench, Officers’ Gate Book, Registries, Drunkards’ 
and Vagrants’ Books, Ac., are kept with very praiseworthy 
care and accuracy. The governor ought to keep a journal. 

The surgeon issues all orders for “extra diet” in writing; 
but it is desirable that such orders should only be in force for 
one week, and at the expiration of that time should, if requisite, 
be renewed again under the surgeon’s hand, so as to enable 
the clerk more readily to produce vouchers for entries under 
that head in the “Daily Consumption Book.” The Con- 
tractors’ Pass Books are duly compared with the amounts 
shown in the “ Daily Consumption Book.” The total cost 
of the gaol, including dietary and salaries, was, in 1853,

There wore in the gaol no less than ten females under sen- 
tence of penal servitude, whose presence occasioned greatincon- j 
venienco ; but I am happy to learn that the majority of them ;

The building was throughout clean, dry, well ventilated, and 
in good repair. Water is raised by the tread- wheel, and supplied 
by pipes to every yard. The sewers are effective, and new. 
Chubb’s locks have lately been procured. The supply of 
blankets is adequate, but some new bed-ticks are required. 
Sheets have hitherto been used in the hospital only; but it will 
be necessary in future to furnish them to each bed in the gaol, 
and also in the bridewells, in compliance with section 12 of 19 
and 20 Viet., cap. 68. 

The accommodation for both sexes is amply sufficient for ex- 
isting requirements; but, unfortunately, none of the cells are 
large enough for carrying out the system of separate confine- 
ment, which is being so generally adopted throughout the gaols of 
Ireland, and has been found to be both deterrent and reforma- 
tory. It is to be hoped, however, that the local authorities will 
ere long recognise the expediency of adapting the gaol, or at least 
a portion of it, to separation ; for until such a bar to association 
and communication be established, no great improvement in 
either prison discipline or the conduct of offenders can be ex- 
pected; and although the expense of making the necessary 
alterations would undoubtedly, in the first instance, be heavy, 
yet the deterrent action of the separate system would probably, 
in some degree, compensate for the outlay, by gradually dimin- 
ishing the number of prisoners ; and its reformatory action would 
afford to its promoters the satisfaction of not only having made 
some impression upon the most hardened, hut of having saved 
the comparatively innocent, or at all events those less confirmed 
in vice, from the fearful moral contamination resulting from in- 
tercourse with abandoned and irreclaimable criminals. . 

There is a reception ward, and a shower hath in which males 
are washed on admission, if necessary. There are no lavatones, 
but tubs, towels, and soap are furnished to every yaicb I he 
kitchen and stores are good. The laundry is small and incon- 
venient, and there is no drying-room — a serious want. 

The males are carefully classified according to the directions

The building was throughout very clean and orderly, dry, 
well ventilated, and adequately supplied with good water raised 
by the tread-wheel and a hand-pump, and distributed by pipes 
to every yard. The sewerage is effective, and flushed from 
time to time. The prison generally was in good repair; but 
notwithstanding the substitution of a metal for a glass cupola, 
the roof of the central building still leaks. The removal of the 
inner iron gate has rendered the gaol more secure, but until 
the interval between the lodges is bricked up it will still he 
easy to escape over the entrance gate. 

There was a sufficient supply of bedding and blankets, but 
some of the latter were thin, and will not last much longer. No 
sheets had been 'procured up to the time of my visit (except for 
the hospital), although tho 12th section of 19 and 20 Vic., cap. 
68, passed in July, 1856, directs that a pair of sheets shall be 
furnished to every bed. There are no lavatories or baths 
(except in the hospitals); tubs and towels are provided in 
every yard for the personal ablution of the prisoners. A good 
plunge bath is much required in each prison. The marshalsea, 
kitchen, work-room, and store-room, are sufficient for all require- 
ments, but there is neither laundry nor drying-room , a very 
serious want, and one which will be particularly felt so soon as 
sheets are issued.

1856, 25 ; and their daily averages for the last three years hare 
been 33-5, 30 and 22, respectively, or in 1855, equal to, and in 
1856 exceeding that of tho males. The male prison beinnliere- 
foro too large, and the female too small, 1 strongly recommend 
that the *• insane males” ward should bo taken into the female 
prison, and the division wall between tho sexes removed to the 
point whe.ro the wall separating the insane from the convict 
yard abuts on the platform. This alteration would add lOsiiwle 
and 2 double cells (making a total of 30 single and 6 double 
cells), 1 day-room, and 1 yard to the female prison, and would 
give space for the erection of a laundry and drying-room so 
much required, and would still leave 50 single and 10 double 
cells, with 11 yards and 5 day-rooms, or considerably more 
accommodation than has boon required at any time in the last 
three years for males. 

The males are simply classified according to the directions of 
tho Prisons Act, without any regard to character or conduct. 
TJ10 females aro in two classes only, tried and untried, but the 
matron varies this rule occasionally according to character and 
ability to work. All the males, and as many of the females as 
tho number of cells will permit, sloop and take their meals in 
single cells. The females are necessarily associated throughout 
tho day, for the mere division into two classes does not prevent 
tho old and young, the convict and tho untried and perhaps 
wholly innocent;, the hardened felon and the novice in crime, 
from being constantly thrown together in unrestricted inter- 
course. The proposed alteration would enable the matron to 
establish a third class, and to allocate a separate cell to each 
prisoner, thus somewhat diminishing the amount of moral 
contamination which must at present ensue. 

Tho general appearance of the prisoners was satisfactory, 
and adequate prison dresses arc rogularly issued. The govexnor 
always attends the lock-up, and a patrol is maintained all night

Punishments for prison offences from 1st January to 31st

These punishments were all ordered hy the governor. 
Hitherto, stoppages of diet have not been entered in the punish- 
ment book. No person, except the surgeon, on sanitary 
-rounds, has the power to reduce the diet of a prisoner, unless 
as a punishment for a distinct prison offence, which must be duly 
recorded in tiie hook ordered by law to be kept for that purpose. 

Escapes during the years 1855 and 1856 — Edward Eitzpat- 
rick, ‘28 years of age, oil 1 7th July, 1856, charged with stealing 
a bullock, confined separate, not retaken. 

This escape was thus effected The prisoner so arranged his 
bed as to induce a careless turnkey at lock-up to conclude that 
it was duly occupied, and concealed himself in one of the privies 
until late at night, when ho contrived to elude the vigilance of 
the watchmen, and climbing up the iron gate, since removed, 
reached the top of the porch, and thence let himself down hy a 
rope made of strips of shirt. The turnkey was not dismissed, 
in consequence of his previous good conduct during a long 
period of service, but was severely reprimanded and fined. 

The Board did not consider that the watchmen were to 
blame, an opinion in which I, having examined the premises, 
quite concur.

There wore no complaints of the provisions, but it had been 
necessary of late to lino the con tractor sovcral times for supply- 
ing bad milk. 1 was inlurmcd. that, tho chaplains frequently 
inspected the provisions, Imt the Visiting Book contained very 
few entries of the porfonnaiioo of this duty, which is especially 
enjoined upon them by section fill of 7 (loo. IV, cap. 74. The 
inspections of provisions should be made at least twice in every 
week, and should be duly recorded in a book to be kept for 
that purpose only, in which the chaplains should enter their 
opinion ot tho quality of each article of food issued. 

Hoii/t-e and Aeeaumbt . — All the registries and books required 
by law, the Ollieors’ (late Book, (lovernor’s Journal, and, above 
all, the Daily Umploy ment of I Timmons Book, are kept with 
groat neatness and accuracy.

All the officers are paid monthly, and all the intern get fuel 
and gas, but no rations. 

The turnkeys are supplied with uniforms and arms; four of 
them are handicraftsmen. 

My colleague last year referred to the inadequacy of the 
salary of the local inspector, and I now desire to call particular 
attention to the same subject. By the 66th section of 7 Geo. 
IV., cap. 74, Grand Juries are required to present “ a reason- 
able sum to be paid to every such local inspector appointed as 
aforesaid.” The average of the salaries thus granted to the 
local inspectors of the county gaols of Ireland, is £84, and the 
lowest salary in any county is £40. Moreover, these salaries 
were fixed when the duties of the appointment were not nearly 
so onerous as at present ; for the Amended Prisons Act, passed 
during the last session of Parliament, besides requiring of these 
officers many additional reports connected with the gaols, con- 
stitutes them the local inspectors of the county bridewells, 
of the condition of which they are hound to report at the 
expiration of every quarter, a personal inspection of every 
bridewell at least four times in the year being thus imposed 
upon them. It is therefore to be hoped that the local authori- 
ties will recognise the expediency of allotting a more adequate 
remuneration to an officer from whom so much duty is required, 
and upon whom so much of the responsibility for the due 
administration of the gaol rests.

These figures exceed those under the same headings in the 
General Report, owing to a misapprehension on the part of those 
who drew up the. latter return.

Although the committals of both sexes in 1855 considerably 
outnumbered those in 1854, yet in the totals in custody on the 
day nf inspection, and in the daily average number confined, the 
truest test nf the rise and lull of crime, a very gratifying reduc- 
tion is observable — the daily average in 1855 being 65^ against 
!)3 in 1854. In the. present year, in every respect, a gradual de- 
crease. in the amount, of crime appears to lie taking place. Thera 
lias linen of late no change in the relative proportions of the seres, 
but juvenile olUmders have considerably decreased, and the gover- 
nor attributes this decrease, in great measure, to the introduction 
of the reduced dietary lor juveniles. In the nature of crime 
there lias not been much alteration, except in drunkenness, which 
was excessively prevalent in 1855, but lias somewhat diminished 
during the first three months of 185(1. In the re-committals, 
which are now cloudy composed of drunkards, there hasbeena 
marked improvement. 

Thorn were no sentences to solitary confinement or whipping 
during 1855.

The o-aol was throughout in good repair, secure, clean, orderly, 
well ventilated, and abundantly supplied with good water; the 
sewerage is indifferent, tlie sewers not having sufficient slope. 
The heels bedding, and blankets were adequate; sheets are fur- 
nished to the hospital only ; if every bed were supplied with them 
it would conduce much to health and cleanliness, and even to 
economy, by saving tlie wear and tear of the blankets. 

Tlie accommodation for males is ample ; that for females is 

rather limited. . „ . , . , 

The cells are all of sufficient size for separation, and it is much 
to he regretted that no intention is manifested of adapting them 
to that system, which has been found so efficient in repressing 
crime, and in reforming criminals. 

There are two good marskalseas, containing much more accom- 
modation than is ever likely to be required for that class of 
prisoners. It appeared to me that the female prison might be 
extended by adding to it a portion of tlie male prison immediately 
adjoining, and that if tlie accommodation for males were found 
to be too much contracted by such an alteration, one oi the mai- 
slialseas might very easily be allocated to criminals, since the 
other would contain ample space for the reception of all debtors. 
There is a good schoolroom and convenient kitchen; the stoie- 
room is rather small, and is also the laundry; it is desirable that 
this last, as also the tread-wlieel, should be fitted with partitions 
so as to prevent communication between tlie prisoners during 
these hours of labour, thus extending the approximative separa- 
tion established with respect to the stone-breaking and general 
discipline of tlie gaol. There is no drying-room, a want whicli 
is severely felt ; wooden tubs, towels, and soap are furnished to 
each yard, and there are two good baths for males, m which all 
are washed on admission ; hut there is no bath for the iemales, 
an evil which calls for immediate remedy. 

Classification of the males is strictly and carefully carried out, 
according to tlie directions of the Prisons Act ; and in addition, 
juveniles are as much as possible kept separate from adults— a 
very proper arrangement, as preventing much moral corruption. 

the wardsmen are also carefully selected, which is undoubtedly 
a matter of considerable importance. The females are m two 
classes, according to character; all the males, and the iema es, as 
far as tlie accommodation will permit, sleep and take their mea s 
in separate cells. 

The prisoners generally presented a satisfactory appearance,

There were no complaints of the bread or stirabout, but some 
of the milk, which, however, was good on the day of my visit. 
The provisions are regularly inspected by the Protestant chaplain, 
hut rarely by the Presbyterian, and apparently never by the 
Koinan Catholic chaplain, 'although this duty is especially enjoined 
upon them by the 69th section of the Prisons Act. 

Boohs and Accounts. 

I have "Teat pleasure in stating that I found the hooks, parti- 
cular! v those prescribed by the Court of Queen’s Bench, most 
accurate, neatly kept, and tallying exactly : an index to the regis- 
try ■would be an improvement. The medical officer’s books are 
very satisfactory, and contain regular entries of all orders of extra 
diet, which much facilitates the" checking of the accounts. The 
accounts appeared clear, and pass-books are kept for every trades- 
man. All bills are paid at each assizes, by si cheque for the aggre- 
gate amount, issued to the loesil inspector, who distributes the 
payments, and returns the receipts to the Board.

In none of the foregoing items is much reduction hi the 
amount of rriine observable. Indeed the committals of both 
sexes in 1855 exceed those in 1854 ; however, the daily average 
ol (hi; males is the same in both years, and that of the females 
in 1855 only exceeds 185-4 by two; so that it is clear that if 
more individuals were committed in 1855 than in the preceding 
year, the terms of imprisonment must have been shorter, and, 
eonseijuently, the offences less grave. The committals for the 
first five months of 1856 indicate the probability of some con- 
siderable decrease in the present year, but; it is doubtful whether 
the end of the year will present; so favourable an aspect as the 
beginning, 

As to the naturo of crime, vagrancy and drunkenness have 
diminished; but here, as elsewhere in this district, offences 
against the person and assaults have increased. There has 
been no change in the relative proportion of the sexes. There 
m-re seven female convicts in the gaol who ought to be removed 
to a Government prison.

The <raol was throughout in good repair— dean, dry, well 
ventilated, and abundantly supplied with water, wliich is raised 
bv tread-wheel, and distributed by pipes to every yard. The 

sewerage is ineffective, it being necessary to empty the cess- 
pools every day. The beds, bedding, and blankets are good; 
and sheets' are furnished to every bed— a most excellent prac- 
tice The male prison contains ample accommodation; the 
fiftv-eioht cells are all of sufficient size for carrying out separation 
in its entirety ; and I earnestly recommend to the authorities the 
expediency of taking steps to adapt this prison to that system, 
which has been found so effectual in repressing crime and 
reforming criminals. Tliere are water-cocks, tubs, and towels 
in every yard, and two good baths for each sex. The privies are 
o( a bad construction, and some of the seats required repair. 

The accommodation of the female prison is rather limited ; 
oreat exertions have, however, been made to improve this poi- 
Son of the gaol, and sixteen colls have been fitted in every 
respect for separation, water-closets and lavatories being pro- 
vided ill each corridor; and as soon as the bye-laws prescribed 
by law have been approved by the Lord Lieutenant, I shall be 
ready to give the requisite certificate for the carrying out of 
separate confinement in these cells. The laundry is small and 
inconvenient ; it is very desirable that additional accommodation 
in this respect should be provided, and that the washing 
tronvhs should be separated by partitions, so as to prevent com- 
munication between the females during the hours of labour. 

There is no drving-room— a serious want. Great attention is 
paid to classification. The males are in six classes, the juveniles 
brine kept entirely apart from the adults, a most excellent 
arrangement; and all take tlieir meals and sleep m separation. 

Sixteen of the females— the re-committals and prostitutes being 
first selected— are subjected to the system of separate confine- 
ment. 1 consider that hitherto sufficient exercise m the open 
air has not been given to this class ; but I have been assured 
that this will not be the case in future. The rest of the females 
are necessarily associated, more or less, during meals, anc a 
night, there not being a sufficient number of cells to enable even 
approximate separation to be carried out. At the time o my 
visit none of the untried males, and none .of the females, excep 
the convicts, were in prison dresses. This is m direct contraven-

Schools . — Iflacli class of males are instructed by the school- 
master (the clerk) for an hour daily, in reading, writing, and 
arithmetic. The. chaplains occasionally examine the scholars; 
hut there is no fry is try of proymi, without which it is 
impossible to test the regularity or efficiency of any school. I 
report with groat regret, that notwithstanding frequent remon- 
strance, there is still no school for females, who, as the peculiar 
guardians of youth during its earlier years, when the deepest 
and most lasting impressions m e made, especially require edu- 
cational instruction. Moreover, it is particularly desirable that 
prisoners in separate confinement should be taught at least to 
read, so that, they may lie enabled to turn their hours of solitude 
and idleness to advantage. It is, therefore, to bo hoped that 
the authorities will recognise the claim which these unfortunates 
have upon them in this respect, and at once make arrangements 
for establishing a school for females.

There were no complaints of the quality of the provisions, which 
are regularly inspected by the chaplains. Two juveniles alleged 
that their bread and stirabout were usually short of weight, and 
accused the cook of disposing of portions of their rations to other 
prisoners, with whom lie was connected. I inquired into these 
allegations, and am of opinion that they were in the main un- 
founded, but still that the cook had been guilty of considerable 
irregularity : and I recommend that, in order to prevent the pos- 
sibility of any such transaction as that described by the two boys 
again occurring, a waste pipe should he attached to the cistern 
above the tread-wlieel, so that the turnkey in charge should be 
able to ascertain when the cistern is full, without being obliged 
to leave the tread-wheel house. 

Books and Accounts. — A new clerk liad been appointed only 
a few days prior to my visit, and chiefly owing to his inexperience, 
the books were not very accurate, or regularly filled ; one of the 
books prescribed by the Court of Queen’s Bench, “ the Gate or 
Watch Porter’s Book,” perhaps the most important of all, was 
wanting. The Index to the Registry had not been filled up for 
some time, and the Hospital Book was very imperfect ; the latter, 
in addition to full particulars of food consumed in the hospital, 
ought to contain entries, initialed from time to time by the 
surgeon, of all extra diet issued to prisoners not in the hospital, 
which should appear in the Daily Consumption Book, under the 
heading, “ Medical Diet.” Unless these directions be observed it 
is impossible to check, satisfactorily, the books or accounts.

Bridewells. Bridetcells. 

The Inspoctors-General have frequently, in former years, 
called attention to the defective construction, the insufficiency of 
the accommodation, and the inadequacy of the salaries of the 
keepers of the three bridewells, at Strokestown, Castlerea, and 
Athlone ; I regret to have to report that in no respect has any 
improvement been made in these bridewells. 

Strokestown.—. No prisoners in custody; 45 in the last quarter. Strokosto™. 
Drunkenness has rather decreased. This isamost wretchedbride- 
M-ell- there is but one day-room, one yard (situated between the 
prison and the court-house,) one sleeping-room, one ordinary ceil, 
and one drunkards’ cell. It is obvious that this amount of accom- 
modation would he barely sufficient, even were thoseimpnsoned all 
of one sex- hut when it is considered that males and, females are 
committed to this bridewell, and that from its want of room and 
defective construction, it is impossible to comply with the direc- 
tions contained in section G of the Prisons Act, as to_ a perfect 
separation between the sexes, the inevitable conclusion winch 
must he arrived at is, that the bridewell at Strokestown is not 
fit to be used ns a place of confinement for male and female pri- 
soners. There is only one privy, mid it was dirty and out of 
repair, neither is there any sewer from it. The yard require c 
weeding and gravelling, but the building generally was clean 
and in fair repair, and the bedding and blankets, of which a fresh 
supply had lately been issued, sufficient; there is good water 
from a well in the yard. Petty sessions are held fortnightly, 
ami transmittals immediate- Registry correct, hut many com- 
mittals missing; the irregular practice ot lodging prisoners, 
chiefly drunkards, without any written order, prevailing here 
extensively. The local inspector seldom visits. Cost of dietary , 
id. per day, for both sexes. Keeper’s salary , £10. 

Castlerea.— No prisoners; 36 in the last quarter, of whom only Outlet. 

8 were drunkards. All the remarks as to the faulty- construc- 
tion and want of accommodation of Strokestown Bridewell axe 
equally applicable to that at Castlerea.

It tints appears that in both sexes the amount of crime in 1835 
was considerably less than in 1854, but that the decrease in 
female crime was not so great as in tire male. In tile re-com 
initials the redaction is as remarkable as it is gratifying, and the 
large decline in tile daily average— the surest tost of the rise 
and tall ol crime — is equally deserving of notice. The com- 
mittals and r<M’om initials, however, for 1856, as well as the 
total in custody on the day of inspection, unfortunately show 
that the decrease in crime has ceased, and that in all probability 
the number e.ommitled in the current year will exceed not only 
that in 1855, hut even that in 1854, and that these unfavourable 
symptoms affect both sexes equally. 

.1 he number of juvenile offenders has somewhat diminished 
In the nature of crime there has been some little improvement— 
the graver crimes have decreased, hut assaults and larcenies 
have increased there has been no change in vagrancy or 
drunkenness. There, were no lews than 10 female convicts in 
the gaol, whose removal to government prisons is most desirable. 

Two males were sentenced to whipping, and 1 female to soli- 
tary eoidinemcnt in 1855.

tereiT I would most earnestly urge upon the authorities the ex- 
necliency of adapting the gaol to that separate system which has 
heeii productive of such good results, deterrent and reformatoiy ; 
especially as I believe, from the formation of tlie building, this 
improvement might be. effected at comparatively small expense. 

There are spacious Marshalseas for each sex,_ an excellent 
Mtclien fitted with potato boilers, and convenient laundry, 
which, however, as well as tlie tread- wheel, ought to be furnished 
with partitions, so as to prevent communication between the pri- 
soners during the hours of labour. The drying-room is of suffi- 
cient size, anil is heated and fitted with frames; work is carried 
mi in the day-rooms, and in separate sheds erected in the yards 
fur stone and bone breaking. There are no lavatories, but tubs, 
towels, and soap nre supplied in every yard. The one grea 
defect in the accommodation of the prison is the want of a recep- 
tion ward, which is obviously needed on sanitary grounds, as well 
as to enable the surgeon to comply with the requisitions of the 
Prisons Act. The Local Inspector pointed out to me a very 
suitable site for such a building; at present all on admission, 
until after inspection by tlie doctor, are lodged in the hospital. 
The only two available baths in tlie prison me on the lemalo 
side of tlie hospital, thus being most inconveniently placed, me 
stores are dry and commodious. in- \ 

The males' arc classified strictly according to tlie Prisons Act. 
Juveniles have hitherto been mixed with tlie adults in the severe 
classes, but henceforward are to form one distinct class, me 
females are merely in two classes, according to character. Al- 
though this classification, as far as it goes, is carefully attended 
to, it is obviously ineffectual to prevent the younger and |ess 
depraved from receiving much moral contamination and corrup- 
tion from intercourse with the. hardened and abandoned; bu 
unless the female prison be enlarged considerably, m, wha won t 
lie for preferable, adapted to separation, no material liuproveinen 
in this respect can be attempted. All , ot both sexes, sleep ail a ve 
then- meals in single cells, whenever such an arrangement is prac- 
ticable.

All the juvenile males, and as many of the adults as are willing 
to learn, arc instructed in reading, writing, and arithmetic, for 
two hours daily. They arc primarily taught in their classes by 
the respective turnkeys, and, on attaining a certain decree of 
proficiency, are transferred to a regularly trained schoolmaster. 
J-licso schools appear to be conducted generally in a satisfactory 
manner, but more attention should he paid to the writing, some 
ot the copybooks being quite illegible, and others fulTof mis- 
spelling. _ The females are taught to read hy the matron— it is 
very desirable that their .schooling should comprise writing also, 
.there uro good registries of progress for both schools, hut they 
are not tested hy the chaplains, who, indeed, very rarely even 
.visit the schools. It is of great importance that the chaplains 
should, from time to time, examine the pupils for the purpose of 
testing the accuracy of tlio entries in the registries.

There was one complaint of the stirabout, from a boy, but on 
inquiry it proved to be frivolous. None of the chaplains inspect 
the provisions so often as they are required by the Prisons Act 
and the bye-laws of the gaol, but the Roman Catholic chaplain 
is especially remiss in liis performance of tins most important 
duty. It is also desirable that they should each have a book in 
which they should record their opinion of the quality ot the pro- 
visions inspected, instead of merely entering in the general visit- 
ing book the fact of their having made such inspection. _ 

°Books and Accounts — The various gaol hooks, registries, and 
accounts, are most admirably kept; tlieir clearness, accuracy, 
and fulness of details cannot he exceeded, and are very rare y 
equalled, and indeed it could not well he otherwise, so long as 
they are under the almost daily supervision of a local inspector as 
zealous as he is capable. The only defect that I could discover 
was in the surgeon’s book, which does not appa,ren y con ani 
entries of all orders for the issue of extra diet to prisoners out of 
the hospital Unless the surgeon renews from time to time such 
orders, it is impossible that this item in the Daily Consump ion 
Book can be satisfactorily checked, for in some instances a pre 
sent the orders last without renewal for months, and no entry is 
made of the date at which they ceased to be in force. _

These figures show a considerable reduction in the male com- 
mittals in 1855 and 1856, as compared with 1854, but a decided 
increase in the female, and also an increase in the re-committals 
of both sexes, more especially of the females, a fact much to he 
deplored, but which the impending introduction of the separate 
system will, it may confidently be expected, speedily correct as 
to the latter sex. In the daily average of the males a very 
gratifying decrease is observable; but as to the females, this 
return cannot be taken into consideration, since, during the 
past year, many of this sex have been removed to the bridewells 
of the county under writs of habeas corpus , pending the 
alterations in the female prison. In the nature of crime no 
favourable change is observable. Of late some serious crimes 
have occurred, and vagrancy lias not decreased since 1854, 
whilst drunkenness has increased, there having been eighty-five 
in custody on this charge up to the 14th of August, in 1856, 
against sixty-nine, in 1855. Although, in point of amount, 
male 'crime may be favourably contrasted with female, the con- 
trary is the case as to the nature of the offences, twelve males

ot the prisoners; hut neither covered lavatories nor baths are 
provided for the males. The accommodation for males is 
ample; the cells so nearly approach to the size prescribed for 
separation, and are so airy and well lighted, that were they pro- 
vided with the roipiiivinenls of section iv. of 3 and 4 Vic., c. 44, 
the Inspee.tors-Umieral could have no difficulty in certifying to 
their Illness for carrying out the separate system. 

r \ he females were, at t he time of my visit, most inconveniently 
crowded in the hospitals, two of the rooms of which,' besides 
being far too small for the numbers confined in them, were 
tilled with smoke — I was informed that these chimneys do not 
ordinarily smoke; and (In; numbers have since somewhat 
decreased — a. fortunate circumstance; for the crowding together 
ol so many persons in snia.ll, smoky rooms, would infallibly pro- 
duce disease. 

Th« now female prison adapted to the separate system was 
rapidly approaching to completion. The arrangements for heating 
the colls had proved a, failure, and were in process of alteration. 
Tins prison contains Ihirly-nine cells, in three stories of thirteen 
each. The twenty-six; cells of the two upper tiers will, when the 
heating is perfected, he doubtless considered fit for occupation; 
but the thirteen on the lower tier are so dark, that unless 
arrangements he made for admitting more light, these cells can

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never receive the certificate of the Inspectors-General as being Noiith 
“licrhted in such a manner as may be required by a due regard PliiTRICT - 
to health, ” without which they cannot be legally used for tile counts ' if 

separate confinement of prisoners. In other respects all the 
cells appeared to be fitted with the requisite appliances, and due 
care lias been paid to the ventilation; water-closets and lavato- 
ries have also been provided oil each floor, but, 1 fear, the latter 
will be found very dark, and inconveniently crowded. A good 
plunge hath is much required. The new laundry is large, but 
lias not been fitted with partitions, which are indispensable to 
the maintenance of perfect separation. The drying-room is 
situated immediately under, and is reached by steps leading 
from the centre of the laundry ; and it is to be apprehended 
that the steam and close smell from the drying clothes will, at 
times, render the laundry almost untenantable. 

I regret to have to report in the strongest terms against the 
arrangements which have been made for bringing in the provi- 
sions '"from the kitchen to the female prison. This new and 
spacious kitchen is under the new chapel — also a commodious 
apartment — and is contiguous to the drying-room and laundry; 
it is approached from the male prison, but has a door opening 
within the boundary wall of the female prison into a passage 
leading in front of, and on a level with, the drying-room windows, 
and immediately under those of the laundry. It is proposed that 
the cooks (male prisoners) should bring the provisions from the 
kitchen along this passage, and deliver them through a trap-door 
to the wardswomen ( female prisoners) — prisoners ot the one sex 
being thus not only enabled to converse with, but even to touch 
those of the other. It is plain that this proposed plan can never 
be sanctioned, for it is in direct contravention of the directions of 
section vi. of 7 Geo. IV., c. 74, as to the complete separation of 
the sexes ; and it is, therefore, necessary either that the provi- 
sions for the females should be delivered by the male cooks, at 
the entrance of the female 'prison as heretofore, or that they 
should be cooked by females in the new prison, for which pur- 
pose a convenient room appears to be available. The local 
authorities having, with great liberality and public spirit, gone 
to a large expense in constructing this female prison on the new 
approved system, I have had great reluctance in taking excep- 
tion to any' of tlieir proposed arrangements, and have been thus 
explicit as to the above defects, in order to show that no other 
course was open to me. 

The males are duly classified according to the Prisons Act, 
and sleep in single cells, hut take their meals in the day-rooms. 

It is very desirable that the meals should be taken in the cells, 
as thereby an approximation to separation is established, and 
opportunities for combination, and moral contamination, result- 
ing from unrestricted association, much diminished. Amongst 
the females classification was, of course, under the circum- 
stances, impossible. 

The deputy-governor attends the lock-up, and one turnkey is 
pn patrol all night; but there is no tell-tale clock to test his

Schools — All the males are instructed for two hours daily by a 
schoolmaster, assisted by the turnkeys, in reading, writing, and 
arithmetic. A registry of progress is kept, but does not show 
tlie graduated . tulvanco of the scholars — a new form is about to 
be adopted. The chaplains occasionally visit the school, hut it 
is very desirable that they should also examine the pupils from 
tnno to time with the view of testing the accuracy of the entries 
in the registry. .T strongly recommend that the female school, 
which is to lie established so soon as the new prison is opened, 
•should he conducted by the schoolmaster in tlie presence of the 
matron.

" There were no complaints of the provisions, which are regu- 
larly inspected by the chaplains, who, however, merely enter 
these inspections in the general visiting hook. _ A provision hook 
should he established, in which the chaplains should record 
their opinion of the quantity and quality of the articles inspected. 

The dietary table issued by order of the Court of Queen’s 
Bench, directed the substitution of gruel for milk at dinner, for 
all prisoners, twice a week ; and for those whose sentences do 
not exceed a month, daily. 

These directions have not been complied with in this gaol, 
notwithstanding the urgent remonstrance of my colleague last 
year; and I am hound to inform the surgeon that the dietary 
ordered as above is mandatory, and cannot be permitted to be 
departed from, unless in exceptional cases ; nor . can I compre- 
hend why gruel should he supposed to be prejudicial to the 
health in this particular instance, since it has been adopted in 
every other prison without any injurious effects. 

Books and Accounts. — The hooks are kept with great care 
and accuracy, and tally exactly. The “ Lockings,” however, 
should he made up to the liom' of locking up the cells, instead. 
of to the following morning. The Governor’s J ournal, Officers 
Gate Book, Hard-labour Book, &c., are very creditable. The 
ages and religion of drunkards must, in future, be regularly 
entered, since considerable trouble in the compilation of the 
General Report for 1855 was occasioned by the omission of 
these particulars in the registries of this gaol. With reference 
to the hospital books, it is of tlie greatest importance that all 
orders for the issue of extra diet should he made in writing 
by the surgeon, and should be in force for one week only, and 
at the expiration of that time should, if necessary, be renewed 
again under the surgeon’s hand, so as to enable the clerk more 
readily to produce vouchers for the entries under the head of 
“ Extra or Medical Diet ” in the Daily Consumption Book,

it tluw appears that, tin (lor all those headings, there lias been 
a progressive, though . not very considerable, decrease in the 
amount ot maid crime, in the last three years, hut that tbo con- 
trary is the case as to females ; for, although there was a slight 
decrease both in the committals and re-committals in 1855, yet 
the returns for 18 5G (with fourteen days yet to run) show a 
decided increase in the committals, and a still more marked 
rise in tlio re-committals, being, in both cases, higher not only 
than in 1 hut oven than in 1854. This increase amongst 
the foil ml oh is, however, entirely attributable to the number of 
committals ot that sox under the Towns Improvement Act, 
chiefly from Athlone and its neighbourhood, as may be proved 
by an examination ot “ the State,” which gives fifteen female 
vagrants, all committed under the above-mentioned Act; a 
class of ofUmders naturally recurrent, and which, therefore, 
especially accounts for the rise in the re-committals, The 
daily averages, however, show a largo decline of both sexes in 
18 /jG, as compared with. 1854; and therefore it is clear, that 
.although female offences may have been more numerous, yet 
that they were less grave, the sentences having been to much 
shorter terms of imprisonment, for otherwise a larger number 
of committals would give a larger instead of a smaller daily 
average. Juvenile delinquencies have materially diminished. 
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, t t ] ie nature of crime, although there have been some 
serious offences, yet, on the whole, grave felonies have 
Lreased and there have been very few sentences to penal 
servitude or transportation; hut here, as elsewhere, drunken- 
npss has increased.

The building was throughout clean, in good repair, secure, 
well ventilated, and abundantly supplied with water, which is 
raised by the tread-wlieel, and distributed by pipes to every 
yard. The sewerage is excellent, there being a constant run 
"of water through some of the sewers, and the others being 
frequently flushed, livery bed was furnished with sufficient 
bedding, blankets, and sheets. The male prison contains con- 
siderably more accommodation than is required ; whilst the 
number of cells on the female side is only half the daily 
average number of females in 1856 ; and I therefore strongly 
recommend that the male marshalsea should he taken into the 
female prison, which, it adjoins, and which would theie y e 
sufficiently enlarged to admit of separation being extended to 
all its inmates ; whilst another portion of the male prison 
might be allotted to debtors, without diminishing too much 
the accommodation for criminals. My colleague las ,year 
called attention to the facility with which the whole of the 
cells in the male prison might be adapted to the separate sys- 
tem ; and I would again urge upon the local authorities the

iho corn -grinding mill is an admirablo pieco of machinery, and 
one by which much profit accrues to tho gaol.

Very creditable attention is paid t.o tho classification of the 
males, who arc in nine classes, ono of which is 'exclusively corn- 
posed of juveniles. All tho males sleep and take their meals in 
single colls. 

iho classification of the females (with the exception of the 
eleven m the colls) is necessarily very imperfect ; they are 
merely divided into two classes, according to character, and 
sleep and take their meals in association. 

Iho general appearance of tho prisoners was satisfactory, and 
adequate prison drosses are regularly issued. The governor 
always attonds the lock-up, and frequently visits the prison at 
lught.' I wo ot tho turnkeys, by rotation, are on duty at night, 

1 ciiovmg each other ; but there is no tell-tale clock to test their 
vigilance. This description of clock is not expensive, and has 
been found a very effective chock upon the patrols.

Schools . — The juvenile males, and others who desire it, are 
instructed by a competent schoolmaster, for two hours daily, 
in reading, writing, and arithmetic. The females are taught, 
ill like manner, by tho matron. These schools are under the 
National Board, and are very well managed, and the proficiency 
and progress of many of the scholars were highly creditable to 
the teachers. The registry of progress is that adopted by the 
National Board ; but, in addition, another form better adapted 
to the very illiterate condition of the majority of gaol pupils is 



about to be kept. . , 

I found with regret that the chaplains never even visit the 
schools, whereas it is of great importance that, they should, 
from time to time, examine the pupils with the view of testing 
the accuracy of the entries in the registry of progress. .

I found the building throughout in excellent order, clean 
fully furnished with bedding — sheets having been ordered for all 

classes in accordance with the 12th section of the amended 
Prisons Act (the 10th & 20th Vie., cap. 68) — and amply supplied 
with water, which is conducted to baths, lavatories, and tanks for 
flushing the privies and sowers. The baths, however, are used 
only under the special direction of the medical officer, which 
appears to he nil undesirable restriction. 

The ventilation in the new portion of tlio gaol, containing 
sixteen cells, fitted with all requirements for applying “ separa- 
tion” to female prisoners, is tolerably effective, the health of the 
occupants lining reported to ho good; constant vigilance is 
nevertheless requisite, in order that the apparatus for opening 
and closing the windows may be maintained in working order. 

Tlu? classification of (ho males is five-fold, viz., convicts, 
felons, tried and untried, and misdemeanants similarly subdivided. 
They sleep singly and take their meals in their cells, Lilt at other 
times are in association. The females, when they exceed the 
number of the cells adapted for so] Miration, arc also associated, 
hut the laundry is filled with partitions. 

It; is much to lie regretted that in this prison, where the aggre- 
gate of accommodation Kir exceeds its present or probable future 
requirements, the cells for both sexes do not contain an adequate 
number of cubic leek of air for maintaining the inmates in con- 
stant separation.

The decrease not only in the quality of crime — those of a 
graver character having become very rare — but in the number 
of offenders of both sexes, and especially of the males, is a subject 
for unmixed congratulation, and renders it unnecessary to ana- 
lyze the statistics of crime here. 

A comparison of the totals in custody on the day of inspection, 
and on the corresponding days in the three preceding years, 
shows a most remarkable reduction; that for the present year 
being little more than one-half of the aggregate in 1855, as 
shown by the annexed figures: — June 14, 1853, 206; 1854, 
150; 1855, 128; 1856, 66. 

It is to be observed that there were but 25 males of all classes, 
5 of whom were under sentence of penal servitude, and there- 
fore not to be rated as a portion of the gaol population, being 
removable as soon as accommodation shall be provided in convict 
dep6ts. Of the 41 females, no less than 14 (3 being sentenced 
to transportation and 11 to penal servitude) are in the same 
category; and when to these numbers we add 5 lunatics, who 
are also temporary inmates, awaiting transfer to asylums, we 
find that the whole of those, who are properly inmates of the 
prison of this extensive county, amount to but 42

All the prisoners of this sex occupy 
single cells, except those of the lunatics, who require unremit- 
ting attendance and supervision. In fact, some very trifling 
additions and alterations would give to the whole prison the 
advantages of tlie only form of discipline which combines 
deterrent and reformatory results.

The whole building was in a most praiseworthy condition of 
order, cleanliness, repair, and security, and was amply furnished 
with bedding and clothing, of which there is fortunately a large 
stock in store, the prisoners in custody at the period of my visit 
being wholly insufficient for supporting manufactures. The 

* Not less in size than nine feet long hy six feet wide, and eight feet high from 
floor to ceiling, or which contain the same number of cubic feet as the aggregate 
of the ahoye dimensions, viz., 432, 
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sewers are flushed three times a week ; water, of which there is 
jii abundant supply, being conducted to every yard for the 
nurposes of personal ablution, to the baths, privies, and to the 
laundry. The latter requires the addition of stalls to the wash- 
inrr troughs, so as to intercept communication; and a stove or 
other means of' artificial heat is much xteeded in the drying-room, 
wliicli is ineffective. 

The governor occasionally, and the deputy always, attends 
the locking up of the prisoners, and a watchman patrols at night, 
but there is no tell-tale clock to measure the regularity of liis 
' circuits. There were but six punishments, none of a severe 
character, from the 1st of January to the date of my visit — a 
period of nearly six months.

The foregoing schedule of employment, exhibiting as it does 
a very small amount of that industrial labour, the maintenance 
of which for many years reflected the highest credit upon the 
administration of this gaol, affords additional evidence of the 
extraordinary decline of prisoners, the paucity of hands being 
so great that nearly the whole available force of the males is neces- 
sarily turned to pumping water and to the other indispensable 
I prison duties. I regret, however, to remark that, in the event 
of an influx of offenders, consequent upon the disembodiment 
I of the Militia, the resumption of the former system of works 
will be attended with much difficulty, as but two of the staff are 
handicraftsmen, viz., one tailor and one shoemaker. 

The total of net profit produced by articles disposed of out- 
side the gaol was, for 1354, £46 17s. 2d., and for 1855, 
£43 6s. lici 

Schools. — The males are taught daily by a trained school- 
I master, in classes, one hour being assigned to each class. The 
school is under the inspection of the National Board of Educa- 
tion, the registry prescribed hv which is in use, but a supple- 
mental form, showing the lower grades of proficiency (not 
embraced by the former), is very properly kept. The females 
are instructed for three hours daily by the matron ; and as pri- 
soners of this sex are almost universally far more illiterate than 
the males, they are recorded in the gaol registry alone. It 
would be very desirable tliat the chaplains should enter their 
observations from time to time, in order to test the accuracy of 
the alleged improvement. 

Number of individual prisoners attending school during the 
year. — Males, 326 ; females, 251. Average number attending 
daily — Males, 48 ; females, 20.

No complaints were made to me of the provisions, which are 
duly inspected by the chaplains. 1 found, 'however, some occa- 
si on:xl notices as to the inferior quality of the bread, which is 
baked in the gaol by the prisoners, there being no regular baker 
and which, consequently, is sometimes prepared by inexperienced 
hands. 

The Boohs and Accounts are kept with accuracy, and thus 
afford the most satisfactory checks.

Among the males, the juveniles are entirely separated from 
the adults, and all prisoners of both denominations sleep singly , 
take their meals in their cells, and, when employed on the

The convicts, however, are kept apart, as are also those wlio 
are nursing children ; prostitutes, and vagrants, and workhouse 
offenders are very properly placed m separate cells ; hut there 
is necessarily, from the inadequacy of this quarter of the pri- 
son, an undue amount of association, which is peculiarly mju- 
rious to offenders of this sex, susceptible as they are of the 
evils arising from contamination and of the benefits resulting 

from isolation. , , , , 1 ,, 

The lock-up is attended by the bead turnkey, and the go- 
vernor frequently goes round the prison at variable hours during 
the night. There is a patrol of two turnkeys, but their circuits 
are not ascertained by a tell-tale clock-a very effective check

The registry tolerably correct hut kept m a 
slovenly manner, the keeper, who is an elderly person, and 
apparently wanting in intelligence, sometimes entering with Ins 
own hand the names of the constables who lodge and remove 
prisoners-a practice which defeats the only reliable check upon 
the exact issue of rations. Keeper's salary, £15. Dietary, 
per meal for both sexes. 

p Fermoy. — Two male prisoners, both deserters ; 148 in the Fe r- 
same quarter; the house clean, hut in a ruinous state; leaky and 
insecure. An escape took place last October in consequence 
of the gross negligence of the keeper (who was dismissed) and 
the weakness of one of the cell doors, through which a hole was 
cut, and access thus obtained to the padlock. The magistrates 
who investigated the matter recommended that the doors should 
be strengthened, that more substantial locks should be pro- 
cured, and that a private house, which adjoins the bridewell and 
affords means of communication and escape, should be pur- 
chased. The building, however, from its site and construction 
the male and female cells joining in the same corridor, and 
thus enabling the inmates to converse at night with each other— 
is quite unfit for a prison, and I learned with great regret that 
the intention which at one time was entertained of establish g 
a proper place of detention near the court-house, has been 
abandoned.

The correct 
form of registry has been procured ancl is now in use ; pri- 
soners are no longer lodged here without written committals, 
but I regret to state that I found some instances of illegal sen- 
tences to terms of imprisonment in this bridewell.

No alteration lias been completed since the last inspection, 
except the conversion of a shed into a school-room, but consider- 
able progress has been made in the erection of a reception ward 
lor the males, with a hath and privy annexed. 

The building is in sound repair, secure, clean, and furnished 
with bedding adequate for existing requirements ; the ventilation, 
although improved lay the perforation of holes in the cell doors, 
is still imperfect. The sewerage is effective, and water is 
obtained from a well within the walls, and from two reservoirs 
on the adjoining hill ; which latter, however, sometimes fail in 
their supply during the prevalence of dry weather. _ There are 
nine lavatories for each sex. The male work-room is so limited 
in point of size as to render it impossible to prevent undue com- 
munication during the hours of employment, and the laundry is 
also open to the same objection, there being no partitions between 
the washing troughs. 

Even under existing circumstances, and despite the great 
diminution of pressure on the accommodation, strict classification 
is wholly unattainable. The males, tried and untried, take their 
meals in their respective day -rooms, and at night sleep in their 
respective quarters, hut are associated without distinction as to 
their offences and ages during work hours. The females, who 
are divided into two classes, regulated by character, also take 
their meals in their day-rooms.

General (User cations. —The evils and defects, which have been 
touched oil above, are attributable partly to the inadequacy of 
fitting accommodation, and partly to tlie laxity of discipline 
which has grown up under the unfavourable circumstances ill 
which this prison lias been placed, in consequence of the advanced 
age and infirm health of tlie Governor— the latter, it is bat justice 
to him to state, having been caused chiefly by an injury inflicted 
upon him some years ago at the hands of a prisoner. 

It has been, therefore, impossible for him, during a consider- 
able period, to exert that, vigilance, vigour, and control, which 
are indispensable for the uiiiintonance rif due subordination both 
among officers and those under their supervision. 

The first of these defects could he easily obviated at no great 
expense, anil without- delay, the yard or court which adjoins the 
entrance of it affording ample space for the erection of separate 
cells, and of partitioned working-stalls, in order to enforce 
throughout the principle of non-communication. 

With reference to the other defect, the remedy is within the 
immediate reach of the local authorities, inasmuch as the retire* 
meat of the Governor lias been determined on, and as the 
Amended Prisons Act (the lOtli * 20th Vic., cap. 68) transfers to 
the Board of ■Superintendence the right of appointing all officers— 
a privilege of great importance, and upon the conscientious 
exercise of which depends the whole administration of the estab- 
lishment. As this will probably be tlie first occasion for testing 
the application of the newly given powers in the higher grades 
of appointments, I cannot but regard it as the turning point for 
deciding whether the selection of officers is hereafter to be re- 
gulated solely by the qualifications of the candidates for the 
vacan t posts, or whether other influences, local, personal, sectarian, 
or political, which have heretofore so lamentably obstructed im- 
provement in prison management, are to be still allowed sway; 
and with this conviction I would venture most earnestly to urge 
the Board to fulfil impartially tlie trust which is confided to

I found the building in sound repair, clean, well ventilated, 
and adequately provided with bedding. The -supply of water, 
which is raised by a force-pump and is conducted to every yard, 
is ample ; aud the sewerage is now highly effective. Prisoners 
of both sexes are bathed on their admission during the summer 
months; and a new boiler, which has been lately erected in the 
laundry, will furnish hot water for winter use. There is hut one 
apartment for the four-fold purposes of washing, drying, cooking, 
and hairing, and there is no reception- ward.

The Board assembles monthly with tolerable regularity, when 
the salaries of the turnkeys, &c., are paid — bills and contracts 
being reserved for tlie audit and t certificate of a committee 
selected from the Grand Jury. 

General Observations .— It is a painful but indispensable duty 
that I should briefly recapitulate the many defects, both mate- 
rial and moral, which place this gaol on a level with, if not 
below, many of the ordinary bridewells, and convert it into a 
mere lock-up for the custody of prisoners, without reference to 
the reformatory principle, which is inseparable from due discip- 
line. The more prominent of these are, insufficiency of accom- 
modation, and its necessary consequent, imperfect classification ; 
the want of means of industrial employment; the total absence 
of educational instruction (an evil which especially affects the 
juveniles — a numerous class here, and one demanding peculiar 
attention) ; the non-existence of by-laws ; the inadequate num- 
ber and the low salaries of turnkeys ; and, lastly, the non-observ- 
ance of the 78th section of the Prisons Act, which enacts that 
“the prison dresses shall consist of a cap, a jacket, one shirt, 
waistcoat, trousers, and shoes to men; and a suitable dress to 
female prisoners, with shoes.” Fortunately the same Act pre- 
ludes, in the 87th section, a remedy for such violation; and by 
virtue of tlie power conferred by it, I feel bound to issue a per- 
emptory order for a due supply. I exercise this compulsory 
power with great regret, having forborne* to do so in former 
years in consideration of the severe pressure upon the tax-payers, 
arising, among other causes, from the numbers congregated in 
the gaol; but when that ground can no longer be alleged, and 
when I find that the administrative body is not only indisposed 
to any voluntary act of improvement, tending to the establish- 
ment of a sound system of prison, discipline, hut to be bent upon 
starving down the whole institution, I am driven to adopt an ex- 
treme measure, which I shall not fail to put into execution, unless 
immediate steps shall be taken for remedying this crying evil.

a check, in consequence of the paucity of bauds available for 
these objects, the ordinary prison requirements absorbing a large 
nroportiou. It is to be liopcd that the project, which lias already 
been entertained, of establishing a laundry for public washing, 
may he carried out; as it would afford suitable moans ot indus- 
try for females within the walls, and would conduce much to 
their future welfare, by furnishing them with a knowledge, which 
could be turned to account immediately upon them discharge ; 
and would thus save them from a relapse into evil. The amount 
of net profit realized from articles disposed of outside the gaol 
for the last three years marks the graduated decline in the 
manufacturing powers of the prisoners: 1853, £8o os.; ioo4,

But a comparison of the daily averages for 1853, 1854, 1855, 
and for tlu; expired portion of this year, evidences a partial 
decline, they being respectively (omitting fractions) 55, 50, 41, 
and 38, 

Drunkenness during the current year, as contrasted with the 
last, is stationary among the males, but has doubled among the 
females; and juvenile committals for the same period have 
advanced from 39 males to 72 ; and from 19 females to 29. 

Again, in the re-committals, those of the males have fallen 
from 22 to 9, while those of the females have increased from 
9 to 23. It, must, however, be borne in mind that there are 
peculiar circumstances affecting this county, which go far to 
account for this abnormal condition, there being throughout the 
kingdom generally a rapid and progressive diminution of 
offenders. Its position exposes it to the pilfering of trampers 
on their way from the south and west to the metropolis.

The building was throughout in sound repair, secure, dry, 
and well ventilated. The supply of water was ample and the 
sewers were clear. The prison clothing was adequate as w as 
also the bedding, with the exception of some of the blankets, 
which were thin and worn. Sheets hod already been issued, 
in accordance with the prescriptions of the Amended Prisons 
Act There is only one bath, which is used occasionally , but 
there are troughs available for ordinary ablution. There are, 
however, neither lavatories nor scliool-rooms, nor work-rooms, 
nor a drying-room, nor a reception-ward, nor an hospital; m 
fact, the deficiency of proper accommodation is so great that if 
this building shall be retained as one of the county gaols, a large 
outlay wonfd be indispensable to render it capable of fulfilling 
the requirements of improved modern discipline. 

Classification is, consequently, imperfect, that for the males 
consisting of three divisions-viz., tried felons, toed misde- 
meanants, and the untried of both categories; there being, 
moreover, no separation of juveniles from adults.

Schools. — 1 There is no regular schoolmaster, instruction, such 
ns it is, being given by the turnkeys, who are not duly qualified. 
Ihe. Registry of Progress is unsatisfactory in form, and the 
entries of advancement were misspelt in such a manner as to 
prove that the officer in charge is almost illiterate. The very 
early hour appointed for holding the school — viz., from seven 
to eight, tun. — has hitherto precluded the chaplains from attend- 
ing; hut, having suggested an alteration in this particular to 
the local inspector, the governor, and the Protestant chaplain, I 
trust that in future there will lie a more effective supervision of 
this important department of discipline.

I found throughout a great improvement in the order and 
cleanliness of the establishment since the last inspection ; hat 
it is unnecessary, for the reasons assigned below, that I should 
dwell upon the various defects which have been fully detailed 
in former Reports — such as the want of a drying-room and of 
a reception ward ; the absence of due means of separation be- 
tween the sexes in the hospital; the inadequacy of the sewerage; 
tlm imperfection of the heating apparatus in the cells partially 
adapted to separation ; the insufficiency of accommodation, 
especially for the females; mid other matters of minor import- 
ance. 

The supply of water is somewhat affected by the main 
drain; but this inconvenience is easily remediable by sinking 
the well deeper. Tim stock of prison clothing was rather 
Runnlv, the bed-ticks and blankets were much worn ; and 
sheets, which are now an indispensable portion of bed-furni- 
ture, being prescribed by the Amended Prisons Act, had been 
advertised for. The lavatories mentioned in the last Report 
remain incomplete, tlm Roald having discontinued all works, 
pending the decision of tlm local authorities upon the coarse 
to be adopted with reference to the. two existing county gaols. 
Personal ablution is now carried on by means of troughs and 
buckets, and there are two baths in the hospital. 

Classification necessarily falls far short even of the ordinary 
requirements of the Prisons Act, the males being divided thus 
— tried felons, tried misdemeanants, and juveniles ; the latter, 
however, both trial and untried, are intermixed, and among 
the adults the untried of every degree of guilt are similarly 
associated.

I be, Hoard assembles with tolerable regularity, and at each 
meeting discharges all hills, contracts, and salaries of intern 
olliccrs, by means of cheques issued to the governor, who is 
bound to produce receipts and vouchers, Ac., on the next 
ensuing Hoard-day. 

(intend Obsernitiona . — I have forborne, as stated above, to 
cmui-ge upon tins delects of this institution, in consequence of 
tlx; proceedings which took place at the last spring assizes. 
Upon that occasion the ({rainl J ury unmiimoudy presented a 
memorial to the Lord Lieutenant, stating that the holding of 
assizes alternately at Naas and Atliy had been productive of 
great expense and inconvenience ; Hint if the two county gaols 
were eonsoli dated at Naas, as the more convenient position, 
those objections would lie obviated, and that a better system of 
prison administration would be. established. 

lo the prayer of that memorial his Excellency accorded liis 
assent, declaring that lie would cause the necessary steps to be 
taken tor giving eiloot. to the. desire of the Grand Jury as soon 
as suiiiuient gaol accommodation should have been provided at 
Nans. 

In furtherance of this object, a premium was offered by the 
local authorities for the best plan; and one was accordingly 
selected to be submitted at tlie general presentment sessions 
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This plan, which my colleague and myself have discussed with 
the Board', whom we had the advantage of meeting, is designed, 

I am happy to report, for the adoption of the “ separate system ” 
in its integrity. 

I have shown above, that among the males the means of 
classification, in accordance with the prescriptions of the Prisons 
4ct are very defective, and that this defect prevails to a yet 
mater extent among the females ; although prisoners of the 
litter sex are peculiarly susceptible of the evils derived from 
almost unrestricted intercourse. 

But even were these means fully supplied, the inadequacy 
and inequality of all classification founded merely on the 
character of offences, have long been felt by those who have 
devoted their attention to prison administration ; and it is a 
matter of admitted experience, that all gaols on the associated 
principle are necessarily more or less schools of corruption, 
and tend to the propagation rather than to the repression of 
criminality, gross injustice being thus done, as well to the 
prisoners "themselves as to the community at large, when they 
are turned loose after the expiration of their sentences, in a 
TOrse and more dangerous condition than before; while, on the 
other hand, tlie simplicity of the separate system, and its 
certainty in protecting the less depraved from further con- 
tamination, and in preventing the more guilty from communi- 
cating their own corruption, have never failed to secure the 
advocacy of those who have tested its working, even without 
taking into consideration the opportunities of self-examination, 
andof receiving, uninterruptedly, moral andreligious instruction, 
which it solely affords. 

I, therefore, record with great pleasure, tlie adoption of this 
rital principle, and although the plan in question does not pro- 
vide a sufficient amount of accommodation to embrace the 
liiyhest number of prisoners confined at any one time in the two 
gaols, collectively, during the current year, yet X entertain the 
hope that it will be found adequate to the future requirements 
of the consolidated prison, for the following reasons : — 

Firstly. — -Two classes, whose presence greatly presses upon 
the means at the disposal of the authorities of ordinary gaols 
namely, lunatics and Government prisoners (/. e ■, those under 
sentence to transportation and to penal servitude) — will be with- 
drawn as soon as tlie more fitting receptacles, the convict 
depots and asylums now in progress, shall have been com- 
pleted 

Secondly. — The institution of a bridewell at Athy will pro- 
vide for tlie drunkards, &c., committed from the neighbouring 
district. 

Thirdly. — The deterrent effects of “separation 1 ’ will, doubt- 
less, be found here, as elsewhere, when it has been stringently 
enforced, to operate favourably upon the committals, especially 
those of the females, to w’hom silence and isolation are uni- 
versally distasteful. 

And lastly. — If the encampment at the Curragh should

By whatever test we measure the population of this prison 
we shall liappilv find a progressive reduction during a consider- 
able period. Thus, if we compare the return of those in custody 
ini the first day of inspection and on the corresponding days of 
the three preceding years, a normal decline is observable, viz. : —

Aram, if we take the daily average for three years, including 
the proportion of tlie current year, a similar result is arrived at, 
the numbers standing thus respectively; 124, 95, 80, 67. 

The decrease lias latterly, although not in so large a ratio, 
extended to the females as well as "to the males; and, indeed, 
upon the first day recorded above there were but thirteen 
prisoners of the former sex, of whom no less than semi were 
under rule of penal servitude, and therefore not to be reckoned 
as proper occupants of a county gaol. 

There were also three males under the same sentence, and 
seven lunatics,' whose presence is productive not merely of the 
greatest inconvenience, as infringing uj>on prison discipline, but 
greatly militates against the chances of recovery, when no due 
appliances for thcii' treatment are available. I, therefore, have 
lelt it my duty to urge most earnestly that steps may he taken 
at once for relieving the prison from this crying evil. 

Crimes of a more violent character have become very rare; 
and vagrancy and workhouse offences have been favourably 
affected'by tlie increasing prosperity of the country. Juvenile 
delinquents of both sexes have also fallen in numbers an im- 
provement, doubtless, to be chiefly ascribed to the stringent 
administration of discipline under the separate system, which is 
now maintained throughout.

I found tlii.s gaol at both of my visits, as at all former inspec- 
tions, very clean and orderly, and amply supplied with beddino- 
to which sheets, as prescribed by the amended Prisons Act, were 
about to be added. The stock of clothing was sufficient for the 
existing requirements, but scarcely adequate to meet any sudden 
demand in the event of an increase of committals.

The water, though not very abundant, is good in quality for 
drinking purposes, and the sewerage is effective. The locks iii 
the newer portion of the building are not of the most secure 
description. 

No alteration of any moment has been made since the last 
inspection, except that stalls have, been fitted with crane-necked 
traversing bars for working the pumps, so as to enforce the 
principle of nou-o.omnmnic.ation. Partitions are also about to 
be affixed to the troughs in the laundry with a similar object. 

The two delects which have been frequently animadverted 
upon in former reports still exist — namely, the smoking of the 
ehimueys in the governor's house, and the imperfect ventilation 
of the cells, which is greatly aggravated by the position of the 
soil-pipes leading from the water-closets, there not being suffi- 
cient fall to carry off the. soil. 

The atmosphere of all is impure and oppressive, and of some 
of them scarcely endurable after a few hours’ occupation by an 
inmate. 1 submit, therefore, that the free ingress of the outer 
air is indispensable, which could be easily obtained by substi- 
tuting glass louvers for the present windows, and by removing 
wholly the water-closets and lavatories from within the cells, 
it being, of course, understood, that others should be erected on 
each tier at the end of the corridors, in a fair proportion to the 
number of cells. 
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The sale of these, which would thus be no longer required 
Hid of tlie pipes belonging to them, would probably balance the Dismuct. 
expense of tins vital improvement. County of

Vreoret to state that in the interval between my first and 
secoiid°iuspection, an escape of a prisoner took place, the 
circumstances of which were investigated by a full board, who 
arrived at the annexed decision :— 



“TVe find that the governor was in the habit of doing work about 
the outside gate of the gaol, with the prisoners under the charge of 
turnkeys. In this instance, the above-named prisoner made his 
escape. We have given the governor a very severe reprimand, and 
ordered him not again to employ the prisoners thus. Owing, how- 
ever, to the. high opinion we entertain of his capabilities as governor, 
and the careful way he lias managed the prison for the last nine years, 
ive do not deem it expedient that any further steps should be taken in 
this business.” 

In tli lit decision I keg to express my concurrence; nnd, 'vvitli 
tlie conviction that this dangerous and illegal mode of employing 
prisoners will never again be resorted to, I have not thought it 
necessary to institute any ulterior proceeding.

The Board meets monthly for the transaction of current busi- 
ness, but the financial audit, and the payment of bills and con- 
tracts, take place at each assizes. 

I would beg to specially call the attention of the Grand Jury to 
the important functions which have been assigned to the Board by 
the amended Prisons Act, and to the consequent necessity for 
selecting members whose attendance may be relied on, in order 
that they may become acquainted with the character of the 
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South officers, and with all the requirements of due administrate,, ■ 
Dismer. matters of health, discipline, and finance. m 

Coaiiij/ u/ delimit Ohrn-ealions .-— In the year 1854, 1 submitted to tip 

Kilkenny i.aol. local authorities the obvious policy of amalgamating the co t- 
and city gaols, upon the ground that in the forme? alone there 
were many more cells available than would be required tor 
accommodating the then existing averages of prisoners eoir- 
niitted to both. 

Since that period the average of the comity prisoners has fallen 
from ltl4 in 1853, to 80 in 1855, and to 67 during the portion 
of the current year, up to the first day of inspection! As a much 
larger number of cells is, therefore, disposable, and as the 
amended Prisons Act, passed in the last session of Parliament 
lias furnished com plete facilities for such an incorporation bv not 
only supplying various forms of union, hut by reconciling what 
otherwise would amount to a conflict between the several juris- 
dictions of the high sheriffs for the county and the city, anil 
by enabling the fiscal bodies to provide retiring allowances for 
the officers whose services may be discontinued, I would again 
urge the adoption of this proposition, as being conducive to the 
establishment of a greatly improved discipline in relation to the 
city prison, and as tending to a considerable reduction in tile 
ai/i/m/ate amount of the presentments now levied for the main- 
tenance of the t.uu institutions.

Calian. Gallon . — No prisoners; 84 in the preceding quarter, of 

whom no less than 46 were drunkards. The house tolerably 
clean and sufficiently supplied with bedding. The sewers 
had been lately cleared ; no water on the premises, nor any 
allowance for fetching it. No improvement has taken place in 
tile building; the day-rooms are more passages, and there is but 
one yard in common to both sexes, in direct contravention of 
tlm Prisons Act. Petty sessions arc fixed to be held fortnightly, 
hut sometimes fail from non-attendance on the part of the 
magistrates. Transmittals immediate, and registry and com- 
mittals coitccI. Dietary, 5 \<l. for both sexes. 

UrUngford. Urlinr/fonl. — No prisoners ; 15 in the preceding quarter. 

The house clean, cave-shoots anil pipes are required to carry off 
the tall of ruin water, which sometimes floods the yards. The 
outer gate in a very riekctt.y condition ; and the chimneys still 
smoky. Some, bedding and blankets, and other requirements 
wanting, lint, the local hoard having been appointed, I trust 
that ail indispensable wants will henceforth be supplied.

Tliounstown. Thoinastoien. — .Four prisoners ; 6 males and 1 female ; 18 in 

the preceding quarter. Committals and registry correct, and 
transmittals immediate. Dietary for both, sexes, 5 d. There is 
no inspection book. The building tolerably clean, but requiring 
whitewash ; the bedding insufficient for the numbers sometimes 
confined here, many of the cells being wholly unfurnished.

I regret to state that the escape of a female took place under 
circumstances which involved “ great negligence on the part 
of the keeper, to adopt the words ot the Board who investigated 
the case; hut in consideration of his general character, they did 
not recommend his dismissal. His salary is £25, hut those of 
the other bridewell keepers of tlie county remain at tlie miser- 
able pittance, viz., £10 Irish currency— tlie utter inadequacy 
of which bas so often been commented on in vam.

tauent re-committals, and die punishments of offenders of this 
T affording -unmistakable evidence of mal-administration, and 
If the absence of any deterrent reformatory discipline, which 
indeed it would be impossible to carry out, where the accommoda- 
tion furnishes no means of even the ordinary classification pre- 
-cribed by the “ Prisons Act.” Among the males an attempt is 
Lde to separate the felons from the misdemeanants, hut the 
tried and untried are intermixed; while the females of all ages 
and gradations of criminality are herded together promiscuously. 

Both sexes take their meals in tlieir several day-rooms. The ni- 
dus of juveniles alone has diminished, a result ascribable not 
only to the great decrease in the inmates of the pool-houses, from 
which delinquents of tender age are commonly derived, but to 
the reduction of the dietary. The building was in tolerable re- 
pur clean, and amply supplied with excellent water; but in 
other essentials it is so defective as to foil below many ordinary 
bridewells, there being neither hospital lior work-rooms, nor 
laundry, nor drying-room. The sewerage is_ effective ; troughs 
are used for personal ablution, and there is one bath in the 
female quarter, ill which prisoners of this sex are bathed twice 
a-week, but from its position it is unavailable for tlie use of the 
males. The blankets and bed-ticks were much worn, and the 
stock of clothing wholly inadequate. I learned, however, with 
pleasure, at the period of my second inspection, that steps had 
been taken for supplying these deficiencies.

11 General Observations - It lias so. often devolved upon my 
colleagues in office and myself, to point out in detail tlie lament- 
able evils of this gaol, that, I have nothing to add to former ani- 
madversions, while I have nothing to record with regard to any 
material improvement, either realized or in contemplation. An 
enlargement of the building attached . to the county court-house 
having been lately completed, a considerable portion, of it, em- 
bracing two stories, lias not been allocated to any particular pur- 
pose, and some discussion lias therefore taken place as to the 
policy of obtaining possession of it, and adapting it for the recep- 
tion of prisoners. This project, however although any change 
from the present deplorable condition of things must he advan- 
tageous, would prove of little avail, the circumstances of the 
building rendering it incapable of division into cells of such a 
form as would he consistent with the requirements of the separate 
system, the great advantages of which can best ho measiued by 
tlie fact that tlie committals of females to tins gaol, during the 
year 1855, were thrive; and the recommittals nearly six time* 
as numerous as those of the same sex to the comity prison, wlieie 

separation is enforced in its integrity. 

Consequently, I would again urge the local authorities to adopt 
tlie only course which appears to combine economy with effec- 
tive administration, viz., an incorporation with the county ga , 
by entering into a contract for the maintenance therein of the 
city prisoners, for which object tlie “Amended nsous. 

(tlie 19th and 20th Vic., cap. 68), passed m the. last session of 
Parliament, affords the fullest facilities, powers being given there- 
by to provide compensation for the officers of any prison which 
shall he discontinued.

Here, as elsewhere, the great reduction in the number of 
hands has proportionately diminished the results of industrial 
labour The total of net profit, however, produced by articles 
disposed of outside the gaol, in the last two years, amounted 
respectively, in 1854, to £22 10s. 3d.; and in 1855, to £25. 

Schools. Educational instruction is given daily for two hours 

to the males, hut at present is almost exclusively limited to the 
juveniles, who are placed in separation. It is intended, here- 
after, to embrace the other classes, as soon as the great arrear 
in the maldng up of the books, incurred by the long illness and 
subsequent death of the late clerk, shall be disposed of. 

The present clerk, who was brought upintheChurobEducation 

Society, acts as schoolmaster, and seems fully competent to the 
discharge of his duties.

and tliis result is further sustained by a comparison of the daily 
averages for 1.853, 1854, 1855, which amounted respectively tu 
213, 173, and 1 18. The decrease has affected chiefly the male 
adults (the females not having proportionately declined), and 
the juvenile vagrants, in conseipience of the reduction uf the 
dietary, which is now graduated according to age. The number 
of this latter class is, however, 1 lament to state, very consider- 
able, and the tendency to larceny appears to he rather on the 
increase. Drunkenness also, a fertile source of crime, is again 
advancing, those committed for this offence having risen pro- 
gressively from 500 in 1853, to 910 in 1855, while in the first 
quarter of the current, year they reached a total of 247. The 
building throughout was in fair repair, dry, clean, well venti- 
lated, and amply supplied with water, which is conducted to 
every yard, and is applied to flushing the sewers. Tubs and 
buckets are used For personal washing, and there arc no less than 
seven baths, in which all prisoners of both sexes are bathed upon 
their admission, and afterwards monthly. The locks are in good 
condition, and the prison is now tolerably secure, additional bars 
having been affixed to the cell windows. 

The blankets and tickens were much worn, and tlie stock was 
scanty. The prison clothing was yet more defective, there being 
but little in use, and scarcely any in store.

Schools — The clerk and the assistant matron, who, though 
neither of them have been trained as teachers, appear competent 
to their duties, school the prisoners of their own sex respectively 
for three hours daily. The registry of the National Board of 
Education is in use hero, but as it does not specify the primary 
stages of “ the Alphabet” and “ Spelling,” it is scarcely suited 
to the very illiterate condition which is found to prevail gene- 
rally among those committed here, and it will be advisable 
therefore that these subdivisions si tall be supplied. It would 
also be very satisfactory if the chaplains were to note the Re- 
gistry in the column headed “ Observations,” as to their opinions 
of the correctness of the entries of advancement.

— J Ih vin«r felt it to bo my duty to bold 
ji special inquiry into the condition and discipline of this prison, 
in consequence of several imp'll lari ties having conic to my know- 
ledge, I requested the Board of Superintendence to meet me in 
u conference ; and I am bound to state that F experienced every 
courtesy at their hands, and received from them an assurance 
tJiat they would take measures, as far as might be practicable, 
for supplying the defects, and for correcting the abuses which 
I brought under their particular consideration at my first visit. 
This undertaking I found on my second visit to have been ful- 
filled in many particulars ; and I now have to briefly recapitulate 
the more prominent evils which formed the subject of my inves- 
tigation: — 1st.

The vorv lax state ot discipline prevailing throughout, as evi- 
l hi a variety of instances, all tending to show that the 
imvernor, who has served for a very long period, and who latterly 
L, become afflicted with deafness, is wanting m that energy and 
irilance which arc indispensable to tlio due enforcement ot 
lubonlination, as well among officers as those over whom they 
•u-c placed I select a few of these instances, ihe Gate-porter s 
Book a most important check, had been so imperfectly kept us to 
, .resent no reliable statement of the in-comings and out-gomgs of 
ill the officers, both extern and intern, and to furnish no record 
i,f the admission of visiters, who had hitherto been allowed to 
inss the rate without any communication being made to the 
Ivovemor, and without March. This gross neglect transpired 
from an unhappy casualty having taken place in the marshalsea, 
namely the death of a debtor named Nunau, which was alleged 
to have been caused by a kick, inflicted during a scuffle, but 
Which was found by a coroner's jury, at an inquest held subse- 
uuently, to have been the result of inflammation, produced bv 
.tvaimilated hernia. At the inquest, Mrs. Nunan, the wife ot 
the deceased, deposed that she and another person, a male, were 
admitted without queoiian <i/id without search (on this as on 
former occasions), after ihe hour* for hwhirn the jmmu, by a 
temporary turnkey, who was intrusted with the keys ot the outer 
■ntc the regular gate-porter being allowed to surrender his 
charge, and to absent himself during the nights; and further, 
that she was enabled thus to introduce some whiskey into her 
husband’s room, and to remain there undetectedaud unchallenged 
until the disturbance created hv the above quarrel at length 
aroused attention. 1 will not dwell upon some cases ot refractory 
violence on the part of the prisoners, which almost assumed the 
character of a conspiracy against the authorities; of a murderous 
assault committed upon one of the turnkeys, by a single prisoner, 
who had contrived to possess himself, undiscovered, of the iron 
handle of a bucket, and to convert it into a weapon of offence; 
nf trafficking among each other m clothes and shoes;— all these 
heinir the inevitable Consequence of association without the most 
stringent supervision ;— but I briefly notice the proceedings in 
the ease of die head turnkey, Purdy, who was accused, among 
other matters, of taking fuel for his own use, and of embezzling 
tines. The Board having amply investigated all the charges, 
found thus— “We feel it proved to our satisfaction thatPardv did,

I he eonimittee appointed to draw up the report for the Judcreof 
Assize accordingly, inter tt/in, expressed their regret that the con- 
duct <>t some of the oflicers and turnkeys has not been satisfactory, 
it, having been found necessary to recommend the dismissal ‘of 
Hie hetnl turnkey (lardy), and of a temporary turnkev (Miller 
who admitted Mrs.Niiiuu, as detailed above), and of reprimand- 
ing another o Hirer (Hurley, the clerk and schoolmaster, for 
ti]iplnig) ; hut this report, although grounded on the carefully- 
considered and t/ivVv-declareil verdict of the Board of Super- 
intendence — the body charged with the administration of the 
gaol, and necessarily cognizant, of the circumstances of the case, 
nnd tin* character <>l 1;lm officer involved, was altered by the 
I own (humcil- — ■such interference having been declared by the 
Judge of Assize; to bo wholly unwarranted; and finally, under 
ibis undue pressure was adopted. This disgrace to the rraol, 
however, namely, retention of an officer against whom so 
deliberate. an opinion bad been pronounced, w<is removed by 
the intervention ol the High Sheriff, lie having, upon reading 
the minutes of tho evidence taken by the Board at their inves- 
tigation, ol liis own authority dismissed the delinquent. I refer 
with great, regret to these proceedings, which would tend to 
strike at the root, of all prison management; but, happily, the 
recurrence ol them is now impossible, for an Act passed in the 
session of Parliament just closed vests the appointment and 
removal of all olHcers primarily in the Board of Superintendence, 
reserving to the Lord Lieutenant a power of dismissal, upon 
due cause shown, in the event of inaction on the part of the 
Board. 1 



It is to he observed, that the main cl large against the bead 
turnkey arose out of carelessness, in allowing the fines to remain 
for a considerable period, without account, in the hands of a sub- 
ordinate. [n consequence, however, of my calling the attention 
of the Board to this default, tho governor is now bound to 
receive all fines himself, and to pay them over, weekly, to the 
petty sessions clerk. 

I have now summed up the principal evils which I found to 
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.(feet the discipline of the gaol, and the conduct of the officers; Sou™

tiin a proper supervision over prisoners congregated under the 
'■ associated" principle. Every day’s experience shows more 
troindy that wherever— as at Belfast, for instance— “separa- 
tiaii" lias received a full and fair trial, the best results m the 
diminution of the recruits of crime may be confidently anticipated. 

Under this conviction, therefore, and entertaining no hope that 
the fiscal body of the city will over support the project of build- 
i 1)n . a new gaol solely oil their own behalf, I will revert to the 
proposition which Inis been already submitted to both autho- 
rities, namely, that of union with the county gaol, especially as 
the Act quoted above provides fully for the terms of such 
amalgamation, and for tbe retiring allowances of the officers of 
"the estahlishment which shall be discontinued.

Whatever measure we apply to tlie number of inmates in 
this gaol, the same gratifying result is indicated, viz., a lame 
and progressive diminution. 

If we take the totals in custody on the above day, and on the 
corresponding days of the three preceding years, we find the 
figures standing 1,1ms: — 27th October, 1853, 437 ; 1854, 362* 
1855, 237 ; 1850, lot). 

Again, if we examine the daily averages for the three first 
years, and for the expired portion of the current year, as a more 
reliable test of prison population, wo arrive at equally satis- 
factory returns, viz., 405, 333, 238, and 158, respectively. 
Vagrancy and workhouse offences have, in particular, expe- 
rienced a considerable decline. On the other hand, though 
f/efirndli/ a. material decrease of the graver crimes has taken 
place, 1 lament to state that there were confined here at the 
period of my visit, no loss than seven persons charged with 
homicide; and that, the aggregate of juveniles, many of whom 
had boon frequentl y re-committed, far exceeded that of any gaol 
which I have inspected in this district of the kingdom. The 
re-committals also of the males had advanced, not only in pro- 
portion hut in the actual total, far beyond the similar total for 
1.855, whilst those of females indicated a marked improvement. 
The re-committals, however, of the former sex are proved, by 
the lower daily average, to he for shorter terms of imprison- 
ment, and, therefore, for a less aggravated class of delinquencies.

I found the prison in a very creditable condition of order and 
cleanliness, secure, in good repair, and well ventilated. Water, 
excellent in quality and abundant in quantity, is supplied 
throughout, and is partially applied to flushing the sewers. 
There are lavatories in the house of correction, but none in the 
old gaol, in which latter buckets are provided for daily ablu- 
tion. There were baths in each section, wlncli are used from 
time to time in summer; hut all prisoners are thoroughly 
washed on their admission, and afterwards when occasion 

An addition to the drying-room is about to he made, by the 

erection of a hot closet and ironing-hall. , 

The stock of clothes was adequate, and of bedding ample.

The entire inadequacy, however, of the ordinary prison clas 
sification, having reference only to the offences for which 
prisoners arc committed, without regard to their known ante 
cedents, lias long been admitted ; and as tlie amount of dispos" 
able cells is now sufficient, and as considerable approximation 
to “separation” is already established, it is deeply to be reoretted 
that this system, in its integrity, is not fully carried outunder 
the energetic administration which prevails ; for it doubtless 
would he found here, ag elsewhere, that the outlay would he 
fully compensated by the reduction of re-committals, especially 
among the females and juveniles, upon whom the deterrent 
effects of isolation operate favourably. 

The governor and deputy attend the lock-up, and there is a 
night patrol of two turnkeys, who relieve each other, and whose 
vigilance is tested by toll-talo clocks. 

The punishments since the 1st January amounted to fifty-six, 
and bad all been inflicted by the sole authority of the governor.

68) the 
chaplains are directed to keep journals, to he submitted to the 
Board of Superintendence; and, under the 30th section, the 
local inspector is also, by implication, similarly bound, in order 
to enable him to report, upon the various matters therein 
specified. 

The zealous local inspector, the Rev. Mr. Morton, is not only 
provided with such a journal, hut with a visiting-hook, and with 
a record of his inspection of the bridewells.

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The turnkeys receive their salaries monthly, and an addi- 
tional sum during the continuance of the high prices of all the 
necessaries of life, there being no allowance of prison rations.

Further, the daily average amounted in 1853 to 151f, in 1 S 54 > 

to 117'.'S, in 1855 to 72-9, and for the portion of the current rear 
already expired, to a fraction above all, thus showing a steadily 
decreasing ratio. 

Whim this condition of tilings is contrasted with that which 
prevailed only Jive yearn ago, there is assuredly abundant reason 
lbr congratulation, the abrogate of prisoners in confinement on 
the day of my visit having been but 48, while on the 18tli of 
Juno 1851., it. readied the a/i/m/tiitfi total of 448. 

Again, the quality of crime proves tlmt tlie amendment is lint 
limited to t he mere, number of delinquencies, those of a graver 
nature having almost disappeared from the registry; and those 
of n, minor character, but which show a disorganized state ot 
society, such as vagrancy and workhouse olfences, having become 
equally rare. This reduction lias happily extended, irta notable 
degree, to juvenile criminals of both sexes; but in a tar loss pro- 
portion to adult females, whose daily average, during this year, 
lias hitherto slightly exceeded that of the males, and whose re- 
committals for the same period, and for the past year, are still 
more in advance. There we.ro but three prisoners, all females, 
under rule of penal servitude; and there were no transports or 
lunatics of either sex.

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I found the building throughout clean and orderly, as, I am South 
boimd to state, has been the case at all my former inspections. Dmicr. 
The supply of clothing and bedding was ample, and sheets had romtj/o/ 
already been issued, in anticipation of the section of the Amended ]Va ^j{ f / >rd 
Prisons Act which prescribes the use of them in all classes. 

The water is abundant and of good quality, and there arc sutli- 
dent lavatories and baths for the males, who bathe weekly; but 
there is only one lavatory and hath for the females, who arc 
bathed on admission, and not subsequently. It is unneces- 
sary for me to recapitulate and to dwell upon the many evils 
which have been discussed in former Reports by myself and my 
colleagues, such as the imperfect sewerage, the defective venti- 
lation of certain portions of the gaol, and above all, the utter 
insufficiency of the quarter allocated to the females, rendering 
anv approach to classification impossible, from the paucity of the 
cells, and from there being but one yard, common to all ; for I 
entertain the confident hope that such evils will be remedied, 
and many permanent advantages obtained hv the carrying out 
of the project to which I shall more specially refer hereafter. 

At present the condition of the females is lamentable, and the 
greater frequency of re-committals among them is necessarily 
consequent upon the absence of all discriminative and reforma- 
tory discipline, when unrestricted intermixture prevails. On the 
other hand, the classification of the males, pursuant to the regu- 
lation of gaols on the associated principle, is carefully observed, 
and the juveniles, in particular, arc wholly separated from the 
adults. 

The governor and deputy-governor attend the lock-up, and 
the former occasionally goes round the prison at variable and 
unexpected hours of the niglit, during which a patrol is niain- 
taine l by a watchman, whose vigilance and regularity, however, 
are not ascertained by a tell-tale clock. 

The punishments were few in number, and of a light character.

Books and Accounts — At tlie City Gaol there is no record of 
the duration of the visits of the extern officers, and no Gate- 
porter’s Book, although the latter is an indispensable check upon 
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the Abstract of Daily Consumption. The paucity of oftcei, s 
fi e reason assigned for this omission. The Discharge Book is 
absolutely useless, the names of prisoners not being entered m 
j ‘but merely at the time of discharge. The accounts of 
both establishments are kept by the city governor. 

In the House of Correction the books are acciuatc, the Stoc a 
Book in particular, being a valuable record; and the duration 
of the visits of the extern officers is duly noted. . 

The total cost of both gaols, including dietary and salanes, 
was, in 1853, £1,224 9s. Id.; in 1854, £1,294 lis. od.\ and in 
1855, ^1,172 19s. Id.

If, however, we turn to the daily averages, we perceive that 
in the current year, up to the time of inspection, there is a

1855, 157; 1850, Vi'; and when the improvements now in 
progress shall bo completed, and, I trust, hereafter extended 
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to every part of the establishment., a much lower amount may 
be reasonably anticipated, arguing from the results obtained 

in other gaols. . . 

Even here, whore a partial and approximative separation 
only has been applied to the juveniles, it has been proved to 
operate most favourably upon the rd-uauwrittah, the governor 
having supplied me with the annexed return of those subjected 
to it -Committals — 1855, 49; 1850, 31. -Recommittals— 
1855, nil; 1856, 3. 

Again, among the male adults it is found that many prefer 
to undertake the onerous and disgusting duty of attending the 
lunatics rather than undergo this modified isolation.

The prison was throughout in a very creditable condition of 
cleanliness and order, in sound repair, well ventilated, and secure, 
new locks having been lately provided, and the doors of the 
cells in the new male quarter having been strengthened. There 
was an adequate stock of clothing and bedding, and sheets had 
been advertised for — the Amended Prisons Act having pre- 
scribed them as an indispensable portion of bed-iumiture. 

There is an abundant supply of good water ; but the sewerage 
is very imperfect, and there is only one bath, which adjoins 
the site of the proposed iiimigiiting-ro om — an adjunct much 
needed. 

I have great pleasure in recording that the adaptation of the 
whole of the new male prison to “separation” was progressing 
rapidly, the contractors being engaged in erecting the heating 
apparatus, and stalled lavatories and water-closets being in 
process of construction at the time of my inspection. Ihis 
wing will place sixty- six cells at the ui.-nwnni! of the authorities, 
fitted with all requirements for maiiituoung the system in its 
integrity — an amount of aoeomniodr.tioa which, I doubt not, 
will prove ample, inasmuch as the old bidlcjng will he available 
for reception wards, for the confinement oi lunatics, as long 
as that unhappy class shall be allowed to remain in gaols, and 
for any casual overflow of prisoners. 

There are in some of the cells above referred to very large 
and somewhat cumbrous iron bedsteads, which were necessarily

provided US till' best means of .killing ; with the masses 0 f <..» 
ing wretches who crowded into the prison during the disatr 
period of the famine; but that noocssity hnving'httpnily 
away, it would ho .losu-ahl.' to remove and dispose of them 
substituting hammocks, to bo triced up against the wall in the 
daytime; the inmate of the coll being thus prevented from 
lounging, and a. freer space being obtained for the prosecution 
of miy Imndirvnl’l. 

There are in the female quarter fifty cells already supplied 
with artiiicial heating; and it only remains to add bells to 
attach lavatories and water-closets to the extremity of 'the 
building, and to introduce partitions into the laundry, in order 
to enable the prisoners of this sox to participate in the advan- 
tages which are now, by the liberality and public spirit of the 
local authorities, about to be bestowed upon the males. 

With regard to classification, it lias been stated above that 
separation to some extent has been maintained ninoim the 
males, who, except the untried, take their meals in their”eells 
and are kept apart, as much as possible, during the hoars of 
employment, being associated only when turning the cranks of 
tlie carding machine ; but it is needless to dwell upon this 
point, as they are to be subjected shortly to the new system u{ 
discipline. 

The females arc divided into the tried, the untried, the 
lunatics and their attendants, and those nursing children. 
Such divisions, however, amount merely to a convenient dis- 
position of the numbers, uml are wholly unavailing in further- 
ance of either the deterrent, or the reformatory principle; anil 
I will, therefore, close this branch of the subject by expressing 
a confident hope, grounded upon my experience of what has 
been already achieved, that at my next inspection it will be 
my gratifying duty to report the enforcement throughout of 
separation in its integrity, the due working of which is now 
more easily attainable, as the Amended Prisons Act vests in 
the Hoard, the power of selecting and dismissing all officers. 

The governor attends tlio lock-up, and one turnkey patrols 
the prison at night; hut there, is no tell-tale clock to ascertain 
his vigilance. 

The punishments since the 1st of January were twenty-four, 
twenty-one being inflicted by the authority of the governor, 
and three by that of the magistrates.

Industrial employment is actively carried on in the manu- 
facture and making up of all articles required for the nse of 
the prison, some of the turnkeys being handicraftsmen— viz., 
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three weavers, one shoemaker, ami one superintendent of the 
cardin' 1 ' machine. It would be desirable, in the event of a 
vacancy, that a tailor should be selected, as at present it is 
necessary to employ a cutter-out, who is not an officer of the 
0 [ Oakum-picking also gives occupation to a considerable 
number of prisoners of both sexes, and the females are engaged 
in washing, spinning, sewing, and knitting- 
Total of net profit produced by articles disposed of outside 
gaol— 1854, ,£28 2». id.', 1808, £23 3*.

Schools. Educational instruction is given daily by a regu- 

larly trained schoolmaster, for live hours and a half in summer, 
and for four hours in winter, to the males, and for two hours 
to the females ; the latter, of course, being taught in the pre- 
sence of a matron. 

Number of individual prisoners attending school during the 
year 1856— males, 51 ; females, 80. Average number attend- 
ing daily — males, 15 ; females, 10. 

The registry is satisfactory in form, except that it does not 
show synopticaliy the exact period ot attendance in the school 
during the confinement of each prisoner. The local inspector 
tests the registry from time to time; and an arrangement is 
about to be entered into between the chaplains lor examining 
the pupils at intervals, and for noting their progress.

A comparison of the numbers actually in custody on the dav 
of inspection, and on the corresponding days of the three pre- 
ceding years, shows an excess of 13 in 1,850 over 1855; and the 
daily average of the current year, up t.o the above date, also 
exhibits a very slight increase. The committals and re-com- 
mittals, however, in LS50 do not sustain this proportion; and 
the higher average is probably produced by the long detention 
here of those sentenced to penal servitude, and of dangerous luna- 
tics; two classes, which do not. properly belong to the population 
of count y or borough gaols, and whose removal to places of con- 
finement, specially designed for them, is absolutely indispen- 
sable, as soon as fitting accommodation, now in progress, shall 
be. completed. The paucity of re-committals, in particular, 
allbrds matter lor congratulation; but it will bo observed that 
in the current \ ear such re-committals apply exclusively to the 
faun tics. 

The i| utility of crime further evidences a considerable ameliora- 
tion, o [fences of a violent character having become very rare. 
Vagrancy has almost. disappearei l from the registry, and drunken- 
ness remains stationary, although if might have been reasonably 
supposed that the great influx of labourers, and the receipt of 
high wages, during the construction of the railway and the 
improvement of the harbour, would have, largely swelled this 
category. Juveniles have greatly dec-lined — a result which the 
governor attributes to a. wholesome fear of the sentence of 
whipping — and, indeed, the majority of offenders, who are now 
confined here, have passed this prime of lifts.

There is an ample supply ot good 
water and the sewerage is effective. There are two lavatories, 
ami two baths for each sex, in which all prisoners are bathed on 
admission, but not subsequently unless _l,y iiiecbcal orcW-a 
restriction which appears to be undesirable The kitchen, 
Store-rooms, &c., are sufficient lor the wants ot the prison. 

The accommodation for males consists of forty cells, adapted 
with all appliances for separation, and of ten more, which are 
of due size, but arc deficient in these requirements. 

The female quarter lias lately received a considerable exten- 

cion • and at the time of my visit had just been declared by the 
medical officer to lie lit for occupation. It now contains twemy-

'The diminution, indeed, of the inmates 
has latterly reduced this branch of prison discipline to almost a 
nullity, tin* ordinary duties absorbing the majority of hands, and 
tlie attendance upon the lunalics rendering' it ditlicult for the 
fun tales to perform e\en (li *se indispensable otlices. Under those 
circumstances, it is not to be wondered at that during the three 
last^ years no articles have been disposed of outside the gaol. 

llidueational instruction is given daily for two hours in the 
chapel (which is fitted with separate stalls) to the males, by the 
turnkeys, in classes, there, being no regular school master; but of 
late, in eonseij nonce ol the infirmity of the deputy-matron, who 
lias been superannuated, and of flic misuitableness of the portion 
ol the 'prison in which they have been confined, pending the 
alterations recorded above, the females have received hut little 
schooling. '.Phis, however, will be resumed immediately, as 
the new quarter has lioen completed, and as the 'deputy-matron 
recently appointed, under probation, by the Board, is qualified to 
teach.

The turnkeys and deputy-matron receive their salaries 
monthly, and are each allowed, weekly, during six months of 
the year, ten stone of coals. Of the former, three are capable of 
giving rudimentai instruction in tailoring and shoemakino-, 
and one acts as a general superintendent of whitewashing and 
painting.

As the Amended Prisons Act imposes a 
Stable increase of duty and responsibility upon the Central 
B-anl of Superintendence, and requires for the objects therein 
i ritied a large attendance of members, I would beg to call the 
attention of the Grand Jury to the necessity; of appointing a 
i lioritv of iremlcnien resident within a practicable distance, a 
smaller proportion, tlum tlmt hitherto selected, being reserved

A sum of £10 has 
hitherto been paid to the local inspector without any statutable 
warrant, but by the 25th section of the Amended Prisons Act (the 
19th and 20th Vic., cap. 08), the local inspector ot the county 
gaol is now ex-officio constituted inspector of all the bridewells, 
and will henceforth discharge this duty.

In the current year 
a so the decrease m crime has been very great, and is especially 
observable m the averages and re-committals, so that on the 
whole the county of Dublin may safely be congratulated unoii 
the great diminution m its criminal population, and the more so 
since the improvement is not restricted to the amount but 
extends to the nature of offences, crimes of the graver descrin 
tion having considerably decreased, and vagrancy having much 
declined, there having been 136 males and 170 females of this 
class committed from 1st of January to 28th of November in 
1856, against 154 males and 201 females in the same period 
m 1855. Drunkenness, however, although reduced amongst 
males has increased somewhat amongst females, the numbers 
committed during the above periods iii 1856, having been

I have selected the above days for holding my annual inspec- 
tion, hut I have visited the gaol on several other occasions 
during the year, and have always found the building throughout 
clean, dry, well ventilated, abundantly supplied with water, and 
secure. The sewers are effective, and are flushed daily. There 
was a sufficient supply of bedding, blankets, and sheets, which 
last are now, in compliance witli section 12 of 19 and 20 Yic., 
cap. 68, furnished to every bed. A large crack having appeared 
in the north-east corner of the boundary wall next the court- 
house, and the other walls being also in a bad condition, the 
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Board had the walls surveyed, and ascertained that the expense 
of nutting the whole in repair would probably amount to 
£1 000- they, therefore, decided that these repaM shoul

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The adult males are in three classes: untried— louo- Ben 
tences— misdemeanants, those sentenced to hard labour for short 
periods, and vagrants; the juvenile males are all classed together 
and are kept entirely apart from adults— a most commendable 
arrangement. 

Tlie females are in two classes according to character but 
one class is mainly composed of vagrants and prostitutes,’ into 
which juveniles are never admitted. All of both sexes sleep 
when the number of cells suffices, in single cells, but all take 
their meals in the day-rooms. It is decidedly preferable, except 
iu very cold weather, that the meals should be taken in the 
cells as a first step towards the establishment of separation, and 
a slight bar to unrestricted association. The classification 
above specified is obviously very imperfect amongst the males, 
and lamentably defective amongst the females, but so lon°- as 
the building remains unaltered, want of space prevents°any 
improvement in it. 

The general appearance of the prisoners was satisfactory, and 
adequate prison dresses are regularly issued. The governor or 
his deputy always attends the lock-up, and one turnkey is on 
patrol at night, his vigilance being tested by a tell-tale clock.

All these punishmonts were inflicted by order of the gover- 
nor, except one to seven days’ solitary by the Board.

No person, except the surgeon on sanitary grounds, has 
the power to reduce the diet of a prisoner unless as a punish- 
ment for a distinct prison offence, which must be duly recorded 
in the book ordered by law to be kept for that purpose.

Indeed, I am of 
oninion that it would be better it washing tor the officers, even 
at a fixed charge, were not done in the prison, since it obviously

The 
Protestant and Presbyterian Chaplains are regular in their in- 
spection of provisions, although they do not always record their 
opinion of the quality of each article of food ; but I regret to have 
to state, that the Roman Catholic Chaplain is very remiss in the 
performance of this duty, for he had only inspected the provi- 
sions twelve times from the 1st of August to the 28th of Novem- 
ber, whereas each of the other chaplains bad made thirty-four 
such inspections during the same period.

Boohs and Accounts — -The registries, hooks, and journals, 
are kept with peculiar and most praiseworthy care and accuracy. 
The hospital books are particularly satisfactory, since they show, 
with the greatest minuteness, all issues of extra diet, a nomi- 
nal list of those supposed to require such indulgence being 
submitted to and duly initialed by the surgeon at each visit, a 
regulation which enables the clerk at once to produce vouchers 
for all such entries in the Daily Consumption Book. The 
accounts are clear and explicit, and are frequently checked by 
the local inspector.

creatures, since any day may produce irremediable evils I w-is 
informed that the Commissioners appointed to inquire into the 
Lunatic Asylums had found two of the beds occupied by lunatics 
m a wet and dirty condition On inquiring into this matter I 
learnt that several oi the beds thus occupied were found even- 
morning m a similar state, and that it had always been the 
practice to expose them in the yards to dry, but that the morn- 
ing of the day on winch the Commissioners visited the prison 
had been so rainy that this could not bo done. All the beds 
were, on the days of my inspection, perfectly clean and dry and 
it appeared that latterly fresh bedding had been supplied 
every morning in the cases referred to, another instance of the 
extraordinary trouble and expense to which gaols are subjected 
by the presence of a class of occupants for which they were 
never designed, and for whose cure, or even safe custody, thev 
arc wholly unfitted.

Thus, although the number in custody on the day of inspection 
was greater than on the corresponding day in the three pre- 
ceding years, yet under all the other headings there has been 
a very large decrease in the year 1856, as compared with 1855. 
In the committals there lias been a reduction of no less than 
1,212; in the re-committals, of 74; and in the daily average, 
the surest test of the rise and fall of crime, of 77. And I have 
much pleasure in congratulating the city of Dublin upon the 
general decrease in crime observable in the metropolis, more 
especially in vagrancy, as will appear from the subjoined tables. 

In examining the ages of the prisoners in custody on the 1st 
January, 1857, it is gratifying to see that juveniles under 17 
years form a less proportion to the total number of all classes 
of prisoners confined than they did to the number on the same 
day of 1856, not only in the number of vagrants, which shows 
a decrease of 21, hut also in the criminals, which declinedfrom 
55 to 46, both exhibiting a diminution of nearly 13 per cent 
The prisoners of from 1 7 to 20 years of age bear the same pro- 
portion to the total number confined on the 1st of January in 
each year, whilst the adults of 21 years and upwards show an 
increase of 14 per cent., arising from convictions of old offenders 
discharged from the army, who, since the termination of the 
war, have resumed their former habits of life, and also of 
returned convicts, who contribute to increase the number of 
adults in confinement. ' — -

Ilavin"' visited the prison very frequently during the year, I 
have much pleasure in being able to report that I have invariably 
found it very clean and orderly, and generally m good repair ; 
but on the day of inspection panes of glass were wanting m the 
windows of several of the cells, which wore thereby rendered, 
too cold for occupation in winter. A fire broke out m the 
chanel on the 18th November, whereby the chapel, schoolroom, 

. and stores of yarn, &c., were destroyed, the bakehouse unroofed, 
and other damage done. Great activity was displayed by the 
officers and some of the prisoners m extinguishing the fire, 
without which the whole of the prison would probably have 
been burned, since the chapel is situated m the centre of the 
huildinsr The Board at once held an inquiry, hut failed to dis- 
cover the origin of the fire. Plans have, 1 am informed, been 

prepared for rebuilding the portions destroyed. 

1 The prison is throughout well ventilated, dry, and abundantly 
supplied with waterraised by the tread-wheel, and by two pumps. 
The sewerage is effective. During the year: 52 additional cells 
have been adapted to separation, so that there are now Ko 
cells fitted for carrying out that most excellent sj stem , but the 
I nsnectors-General can not certify to the fitness o. these cells 
for carrying out separation in its integrity until an additional 
number of water-closets and duly partitioned lavatories are ^pro- 
vided, and sufficient light and ventilation are affoided to some 
cells which are as yet very defective m those essentials. 

The o-aoliswell furnished with baths, m which all arewashed on 

admission, and thelaundry, drying room, k.tchen, Ac., are sufficient- 

The beds, bedding, and blankets were good, but up to t ie 
21st January, 1857, no sheets had been supplied, except in the 
hospital, although the Amended Prisons Act, passed m Julj , 1 .50, 
directed that a pair of sheets should be furnished to eveiy bed. 

Great attention is paid to classification, there being no less 
than 14 classes, and all the prisoners sleep and take their me 
in single cells ; indeed the numbers have so much decreased, that 
the number of colls adapted to separation is sufficient to include 
the great majority of the prisoners available for that system, and 
amongst the others approximate separation is maintained m a 
great measure during the hours of labour, 

fitted with partitions, and the greater pait of the manufactures 
being carried on in the cells, into which the looms lia ™ been 
transferred from the work-rooms. The juveniles are kept wholly 
apart from adults, and are mostly subjected to separation.

This department 
Bridewell. i s conducted with very praiseworthy activity, and great exertions 
aro made to instruct the prisoners in handicrafts which may 
enable them to gain their livelihood by honest industry on their 
liberation.

Schools. — School hours, from ten, a.m., till one, p.m. 

All the juveniles, i.e., all under 1 G years of age, are instructed 
by a very competent schoolmaster, for three hours daily, in 
reading, writing, arithmetic, and geography. The school is 
under the National Board, whose registries are duly kept, and 
in addition another registry of progress better adapted to the 
illiterate condition of the majority of those committed to prison, 
and showing very clearly the graduated advance of the pupils 
has boon established. Tho chaplains frequently visit the school, 
examine tho pupils, and test the registry. 

The schoolmaster is deservingof much praise for.the efficiency 
of this school ; the proficiency exhibited by many, and the 
progress made by others who had entered the prison wholly 
illiterate, being highly satisfactory, and especially creditable, 
when tho difficulties occasioned by the shortness of the terms 
of imprisonment, and the consequent frequent changes amongst 
tho scholars aro considered. I would here mention, with 
rcferenco to a boy whom I found in iiis cell during school 
hours, that misconduct during a previous imprisonment should 
novor he made a reason for preventing any prisoner from attend- 
ing tho school. Such a hoy should ho admitted in his turn to 
tho school, in tho hope that his behaviour lias improved. No 
prisoner on re-committal can bo punished for an offence com- 
mitted during a former imprisonment. 

All tho school books and registries having been destroyed in 
the fire of the 18tli of November, it is impossible to give any 
school statistics for the past year.

All the officers, except the chaplains and medical officers, are 
paid monthly. All the intorn officers receive rations, soap, and 
candles, and those sleopiug in the prison are supplied with fuel.

As the low state of theprison may giverise to the consideration 
whetherthe number of warders on the staff ought to be reduced, 
it is right to remark that the classification being the same, and 
the construction of the building rendering any modification in 
tho present arrangements impracticable, without serious detri- 
ment to discipline, it would be very injudicious to diminish the 
present number of warders, which does not exceed the ordinary

In the number in custody on the 15th of January 
in 1856, as compared with 1855, there is a decrease of 81 ’ 
the total committals of 751, in the re-committals of 77 an( j i" 
the daily average, tile best proof of the change which has take!! 
place, of no less than 73, whilst the highest number in custody 
in 1855 exceeded that in 1856 by 118. The decrease intk 
total amount of offences thus indicated is, however, wholly 
attributable to the decline in vagrancy, there having been only 
28 of this class in custody on the day of inspection, against 106 
on the same day in 1855, and the committals for vagrancy 
during tlio year having been only 1,630 against 2,926 in 1 855 • 
and the same remark applies to the re-committals. The com’ 
mittals for drunkenness show an increase of 91 in 1856- and 
on the whole the committals of criminals have somewhat in- 
creased ; but such committals must generally have been for 
slight crimes, since the subjoined table proves that the vast 
majority of the sentences were to very short terms of im- 
prisonment.

The number of juvenile offenders has greatly diminished : the 
numbers committed in 1855 and 1856 having been 1,909 and 
1,372, respectively ; but the decrease is confined to those be- 
tween the ages of seventeen and twenty-one, in which the decline 
in the last year is 514, and to those of ten years and under, in 
which it is 47, whilst, on the other hand, those of above ten 
and under seventeen years have increased by 24. 

Here also the reduction in vagrancy is vory remarkable ; only 
522 vagrant juveniles having been committed in 1856, against 
1,061 in 1855. 

Of the 1,372 juveniles, 485 were resident in the city of 
Dublin, and 887 came from other localities, or were compara- 
tively strangers to the metropolis, to which they had been 
attracted by the facilities for plunder and living in idleness 
afforded by large towns; 523 had both parents living ; 418 had 
lost both parents ; 260 had lost their father ; 171 had lost their 
mother; two had been abandoned by their parents; 78 had 
absconded from their parents ; and none were illegitimate.

Having visited this prison frequently during the past year, I 
am happy to bo able to report that I have invariably found it 
in a very creditable condition of cleanliness and order. The 
building is secure, well ventilated, abundantly supplied with 
water, and generally in good repair ; but several window's had 
been entirely destroyed, and the wall of one cell bored through, 
hy refractory prisoners. The sewerage is effective. The beds, 
bedding, and blankets wore sufficient ; but up to the 15th of 
January no sheets had been furnished, except in the hospital, 
although the Amended Prisons Act, passed in July, 1850, 
directs that a pair of sheets shall he supplied to every bed. No 
alterations or improvements havo been made in the accommoda- 
tion — 95 of the 164 cells are artificially heated, and are fitted with 
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„ 0 n*s; but the Board having refused, from motives of economy, to Dublin 

construct water-closets and lavatories in the proportion of one of Dimucr. 
each to every eight or nine cells, no progress has been made m hmm d 
towards the establishment of the separate system in its in- 
te°rity, since the Inspcctors-Gcncral cannot consent to give tlio Grainjtyonnan . 
certificate required by sec. 4 of 3rd and 4th Vic., cap. 44, to 
legalize separate confinement until these essential arrangements 
jiave been completed. This decision of the Board of Superin- 
tendence is especially to be regretted, since separation, always 
so useful as a deterrent, and as a bar to moral contamination, is 
peculiarly desirable in a prison which is appropriated to that 
sex most easily impressed by the absence of social intercourse, 
to which the vast majority of the committals are for such short 
periods of imprisonment, and where the prisoners generally are 
of so debased a class, that confinement in association is no 
punishment, and’ only tends to increase the freemasonry of 
crime, and, consequently, to send the female out of prison 
worse and more abandoned than she entered. I would, there- 
fore, again most earnestly urge upon the Board the propriety of 
reconsidering the question, particularly as the expense of pro- 
viding the indispensable accommodation, above referred to, would 
be comparatively trifling. The laundries, drying- room, kitchen, 
and school-room are sufficient, and there are good baths, in 
which all are washed on admission ; but there are no covered 
lavatories, tubs in the open yard being the only means afforded 
to the prisoners for personal ablution. Considerable attention 
is paid to classification. As many as the heated cells will 
accommodate, 95, are subjected to approximative separation, 
and sleep and take their meals in their cells ; the remainder are 
divided into several clashes, partly according to character and 
partly according to crime. The vagrants and prostitutes are kept 
apart from the rest as much as possible, and the re-committals 
are separated from the first committals. There are also two 
classes of lunatics ; and the large number of these, unfortunate 
creatures who have, during the past year, been left in the prison, 
owing to the want of room in the Richmond Lunatic Asylum, 
bas very much interfered with the discipline and management 
of the penitentiary. 

The general appearance of the prisoners was satisfactory, 
and adequate prison dresses are regularly issued. . The .matron, 
or her deputy, attend the lock-up, and a patrol is maintained 
at night by two watchmen, whose vigilance is tested by a tell- 
tale clock.

Within the last few months all the looms have been taken 
clown, and manufactures discontinued, partly on account of the { 
great decrease in the number of able-bodied vagrants, by whom > 
these works were chiefly executed, and partly because it had been 
found that tho progress made in handicrafts was very trifling, 
owing to the shortness of the terms of imprisonment, and that 
tho cost of materials, machinery, and teaching, exceeded the 
price at which the articles thus manufactured could be procured 
for the use of the prison. 

The total of net profit produced by articles disposed of 
outside the gaol was, in 1855, £305 14s. 6 d., and in 1856,

Schools . — Instruction in reading, writing, arithmetic, and 
geography is given to the juveniles by a competent school- 
mistress. * The. pupils are divided into two classes, each class 
being at school lor from two to three hours daily, according to 
the season. This school is under the National Board, whose 
inspector has reported favourably of its management by the 
schoolmistress, who lias been appointed during the past year, ; 
and w’hom I have invariably found very attentive to her important 
duties. In addition to the registries required by the National 
Board, another registry of progress, better adapted to the very 
illiterate condition of the majority of the scholars, is about to 
be established. The chaplains visit the school. It is of import- 
ance that they should, from time to time, examine the pupils,

which are very voluminous, are kept with great care and accu- 
racy, with one exception, the Gate-porter’s Book, in which were 
several errors, arising from carelessness. 

All orders for extra diet are issued in writing by the medical 
officer, but last indefinitely, whereas it is important that such 
orders should be renewed from day to day, or at least weekly, 
as at Richmond Bridewell, so as to enable vouchers for entries 
under that head in the Daily Consumption Book to be produced 
more readily. Under section 1 of 19 and 20 Vic., cap. 68, the 
chaplains are required to keep journals, which are to be kept in 
the gaol, and submitted to the Board at tach meeting, this 

prescription has not yet been complied with.

Sinco the last inspection the vacancies caused by the resig- 
nations of one first and one second class matron have not been 
filled up, and another vacancy of second class matron has been 
filled hy the appointment of the person who acted as superin- 
tendent of weaving, which office has been abolished. More- 
over, the number of lunatics has so much increased that one 
second class matron has hcen taken from her class duties to 
attend to tho second insane division, so that in fact the strength 
of the staff or class matrons has been reduced hy three, and has 
besides lost the occasional assistance of the weaving superin- 
tendent. Tho superior officers of the prison have protested 
against a reduction to this extent as prejudicial to the main-

Government Allowances to Pauper Prisoners and Resident 
Officers. 

Each pauper prisoner receives 21bs. of first quality bread and 
1^ pint of sweet milk daily, and 2oz. of soap and 1 candle (four 
to the pound) weekly. Their bedding consists of three single 
blankets, a rug, two linen sheets, and a bed-tick and bolster 
filled with straw once a month. The allowance of coal during 
tho winter half-year is 2£ ewt. weekly to each room, where 
pauper debtors lodge, and 1 \ cwt. during the summer half-year, 
from 1st of May to 1 st November ; this supply is sometimes in- 
creased in the month of October when specially ordered. 

The marshal receives 3 tons of coals, yearly, for his office ; the 
deputy marshal 10 tons; the hatchman in charge of pauper 
department, the matron, the watchman for guard-room, each 5 
tons yearly ; also hatchman’s sleeping room, 5 tons.

a new arrangement, however, with respect to these servants is m 
contemplation, which it is believed will effect a beneficial change. 

Tbe building appeared to be throughout in substantial lepair, 
with the exception of the floors, which in many rooms were m 
want of much repair.

The practice referred to in last years Report, of suffering the 
deputy marshal and the hatchmen to exact rent for certain 
rooms from prisoners in the first class, was in June 1856, de- 
clared by the Court of Queen’s Bench to be illegal, and has 
been discontinued, and a decided improvement 
of the prison, as well as a saving of expense (withmR loss ot 
comfort), to the first-class debtors, has resulted therefiom. 

In consequence of the prevalence of drunkenness and other 
irregularities in the marslialsea, it became necessary ^ring t e 
past year, to enforce more strictly the rules relating to the admis- 
sion of drink, searching visitors, and to the to hTve t!
